SOME DAMAGING FAOTS IN 
COL, BENTON’S CASE. 
EXTRACTS FROM. A SPEECH IN WHICH 

HE CONDEMNED THE PRESIDENT’S 
POLICY IN INSULTING LANGUAGE. 
Prrrspure, Nov. 30.—Col. William A. 
Stone, who has lately been suspended from the 
office of United States District Attorney for 
Western Pennsylvania by President Cleveland 
for ‘*pernicious activity” in politics, and whose 
application for reinstatement was refused, has 
just received a letter from Mr. W. J. Sullivan, 
editor of the North Missourian. It is dated 
Gallatin, Daviess County, Mo., Noy. 27, and 
reads as follows: 


DEAR Str: Having read Col M. E. Benton’s 
apology to President Cleveland for the part he 
took in the recent campaign and the President’s 
reply excusing him theretor and reinstating him 
to the office of United States District Attorney 
for the Western District of Missouri, from which 
he was suspended on the same day that you 
were suspended from a like position at Pitts- 
burg, and having read your explanation for the 

art you took in the same campaign and the 

resident’s so-called rebuke therefor, refus- 
ing to reinstate you, in which he assigns 
as the principal reason for his action, that when 
aman, Republican or Democrat, becomes a part 
of the business organization of any Administra- 
tion he is bound by every obligation of honor to 
assist within his sphere in its successful opera- 
tion. This obligation involves not only the 
proper performance of official duty, but good 
faith and fidelity, which forbid active participa- 
tion in partisan demonstrations conducted on 
the theory that the Administration of the Gov- 
ernment is not entitled to the confidence 
and respect of the people. In other 
words, the Administration of the Government or 
of any department of the Government is not to 
be trusted to those who aggressively and con- 
gstantly endeavor to destroy the confidence of 
the people in the party responsible for such Ad- 
Ininistration. To govern successfully the subor- 
dinates must be thoroughly loyal to the Admin- 
istration in_power. The President believes that 
the people of this country will not require that 
the best results of administrative endeavor shall 
be reached with agencies disloyal to the Admin- 
istration. 

I heard Col M. E. Benton’s speech, Oct. 11, 
1886, delivered at the City Hall, Gallatin, Daviess 
County, Mo., toan audience of some 600 or 700 
people, and at the time took copious notes of his 
speech. Ido not know how ‘thoroughly loyal’ 
you were to the Administration in your cam- 

igu speeches, but in order that you may know 
1ow “thoroughly loyal’ Col. Benton was 
to. the Administration in power, I send 
you a few extracts taken from my notes of his 
speech on that occasion in order that you may 
know what it means to be so “thoroughly loyal 
to the Adiministration in power,” as not to en- 

eavor to destroy the contidence of the. people 
in the party responsible for such administration. 
Conducting a Republican paper, I was so well 
satisfied with Col. Benton’s loyalty to Cleveland 
that I published at that time some portions of 
rr Among other things Col. Benton 
paid: 


“It is the truth that the Democracy is the poor 
and ignorant party of this country—the great 
barefooted, unwashed, and dirty-socked party. 
* * = JTdon’t agree with President Cleveland 
in everything. Idon’t believe in his civil service 
humbuggery. Ido believe in genuine civil service 
reform, but I don’t want men under me to work 
every conceivable dodge to defeat me and 
my party at the next election. But 
he believes it, and he is a man 
with iron nerves. * * * I don’t agree with 
Mr. Cleveland on the silver question. He was 
raised east of the Alleghany Mountains, and he 
gets his ideas from that region. He never has 
been west of Buffalo, and has not any more idea 
of the great West and its vast material 
resources than the mere schoolboy who 
learns it trom studying geography. He 
gets his ideas on finances from the gold 
bugs of Wall-street, who once demonetized 
silver aud had it—the dollar—stricken from the 
coinage act clandestinely and without the con- 
sentof the people. He learns his finaticial the- 
ories from Wall-street, the leeches that ‘suck the 
blood of the honest yeomanry of the West like 
vampires. That’s where Mr. Cieveland gets 
his ideas of finance. When he wrote his 
gratuitous letter on the subject of 
Rilver coinage even before he was inau- 
gurated as President, he illustrated where he 
got his ideas and he struck a blow at the West in 
the interest of the bondholders and money 
sharks, and I felt like sinking down in my boots; 
but when Reagan, of Texas, and others stood up 
in their dignified manhood and wrote to him that 
he was the Executive and not the law- 
thaking power, and I saw these Demo- 
crats battling for their rights and the rights 
of the people against his assumptions, I 
rejoiced again that I was a Democrat. [Tre- 
inendous applause.} Ido in a great measure in- 
dorse his Administration. For the most part I 
indorse his vetoes of pension bills, but not every 
oue. He vetoed 97 pension bills, 89 of which 
had been rejected by Commissioner W. W. Dud- 
ley, whose name is odoriferous all over the coun- 
try. ITamnot here to defend every one of his 
vetoes, but in the main I do.” 


Col. Benton then explained in detail how he, 
through political influence with Congressman 
Ryan and Senator Cockrell, had worked through 
& special Ces bill after its rejection in the 
Pension Office, and said that Cleveland vetoed 
ii. He then detailed how the claimant came to 
him after reading notice .of the veto, and after 
inquiring about the status of the claim said to 
Col. Benton: “Cleveland caught up with us, 
didn’t he?” And Col. Benton gave this as an 
average specimen of pension legisiatign, saying: 
“The claim was a wotorious fraud, and the 
claimant knew it.” 

Tthink you ought to know what constitutes 
“thorough loyalty” to Mr. Cleveland’s Adminis- 
tration, and as the reinstatement of Col. Benton 
is an indoersement of his conduct,I send you 
these facts to make whatever use of them you 
vhoose.

Boston, Noy. 30.—The Republicans this 
afternoon nominated Alderman Thomas N. Hart 
for Mayor of Boston. Before the convention 
assembled it was supposed that Councilman 
Harding, the originator of the famous Fisher 
Hill investigation, which drove William A. Sim- 


mons out of the Boston Water Board, would be 
the nominee, but an informal ballot showed that 
Hart had a good majority. Alderman Hart 
is a wealthy Boston man who has worked 
his way up from the lowest round of the ladder. 
He gained his wealth as senior member of the 
firm of Hart, Taylor & Co., which at the time of 
his retirement in 1879 did the largest business 
of any jobbing firm in the fur trade east of New- 
York. When he retired from business Mr. Hart 
Was elected President of the. Mount Vernon 
National Bank —a position that he still holds. He 
has been a member of the Boston City Govern- 
ment for the past haif dozen years and has been 
looked upon by his associates as one of the most 
gate and reliable members of either branch.

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 


RAILROAD SUPERINTENDENTS. GIVE BAIL 
FOR TRIAL. 

New-Haven, Conn., Nov. 380.—Vice- 
President E. M. Reed, of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, walked into 
Police Headquarters this afternoon accom- 
panied by William H. Wallace, Assistant Super- 
intendent of the road, and Stacey B. Opdyke, 
Superintendent of the New-Haven and North- 
ampton Railroad. The little party attracted a 
good deal of attention while they were trans- 
acting the business which took them to the 
office. Mr. Wallace and Mr. Opdyke were there 
to answer to warrants charging them with con- 


spiracy, in which it was alleged that by use 
of a_ black list they had _ conspired 
to injure Thomas Meaney, an employe 
of both roads. Vice-President Reed was 
there to give bonds for the appearance 
of the two Superintendents in the City Court 
to-morrow morning. Meaney avers that he has 
been blacklisted and hence is unable to get work 
on the railroads. He is about 30 years old, and 
has been employed on the railroads for 11 years. 
On Novy. 19 Meaney says that Yardmaster Lucy 
notified him that orders had been handed down 
from Mr. Waliace to discharge him because 
Superintendent Opdyke, of the Northampton 
Road, had asked his removal. He had to go, and 
as his wife fell sick he was obliged to ask the 
town agent for relief. The cases will be regard- 
ed as tests, as they are the first of the kind ever 
brought before the courts in this State and in- 
volve some interesting questions. Meaney says 
that he knows he is blacklisted, and that he can- 
not get work on any of the railroads in this part 
of the country. 

Meaney also says that he is not a Knight of 
Labor and that he is nota member of any labor 
organization. Many Knights, however, have in- 
terested themselves in his case, and it looks as if 
New-Haven was going to be treated to another 
legal battle as bitterly fought as the Typograph- 
ical Union boycott cases, which now depend upon 
the decision of the Supreme Cours. 

SuperintendentOpdyke denies some of Meaney’s 
statements. He said that while a black list had 
once existed it was before his time, and that 
since he has been Superintendent of the New- 
Haven and Northampton Railroad no man had 
been put under the ban. Moreover, Mr. Op- 
dyke says that as far as Meaney’s discharge 
from the employ of the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company is concerned he 
knew nothing about it until he was told that 
Meaney had been dismissed. He never asked 
Assistant Superintendent Wallace to discharge 
the man and had no idea that Meaney would be 
discharged. Mr..Opdyke ridiculed the idea of 
conspiracy. ‘‘ A man’s reputation follows him,” 
he said, * wherever he goes. There isn’t any 
blacklisting and a man need not be afraid of any 
such thing. We have to look out for good men 
becausea poor man might, for instance, lay us 
open to an indictment for manslaughter,” 


TO CONTEST THEIR SEATS. 


ISSUES WHICH CONGRESSMEN CARLISLE 
AND GLOVER MUST MEET. 

CincInNNATI, Nov. 30.—The grounds for 
the contest of Speaker Carlisle’s seat in the 
Fiftieth Congress of the United States have been 
prepared and were signed last night by George 
H. Thoebe, the contestant. The allegations are 
numerous, and it requires 45 pages of legal cap 
paper to recite them all. The petition starts out 
by alleging that there were cast for Mr. Thoebe 
1,000 legal votes in the Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict of Kentucky, which by omissions, mistakes, 


or fraud and collusion of election officers of 
various precincts and voting places and County 
Canvassing Boards, were not counted and re- 
turned for Mr. Thoebe. It is charged that 
the poll books and the returns of Trim- 
ble County were all in_ violation of 
the law and were opened within less 
than three days after said election; that the 
yote as returned was 376 for Carlisle and 3 for 
Phoebe, and he objected to the county being 
counted; that the ballot boxes of Trimble Coun- 
ty werein the custody of the County Clerk of 
said county, and exposed and liable to be tam- 
pered with by said Clerk or by any evil oe oat 
person. Objection is made to Grant and Gallatin 
Counties, in which all sorts of frauds are alieged. 
In Carroll County, which was returned as being 
425 to 275 in favor of Carlisle, many irregulari- 
ties are alleged. It is claimed that in many of 
the precincts throughout the district all of the 
election officers were Democrats, which is in 
direct violation of the law. In Kenton County, 
Carlisle’s old home, a number of irregularities 
are set forth. A copy of the petition was given 
to Mr. Carlisle last night, also a copy of the 
notice of contest. 


St. Louis, Nov. 30.—The Hon. John M. 
Glover arrived in this city this morning from 
Washington, and was immediately served with a 
copy of the notice and petition of Nathan 
Frank’s contest for his seatin the Fiftieth Con- 
gress. The face of the returns from the district 
which Mr. Glover and Mr. Frank contested gave 
the former a majority of 100. The notice of con- 
tesf is a long document, and in it Mr. Frank 
claims that he was actually elected by a majori- 
ty of over 500 votes,and would have received 
the certificate of election had it not been for the 
non-reinstatement of legal voters upon the regis- 
tration lists, the counting out of legal votes, and 


the counting of illegal ballots cast for Mr. Glover. 


A LAWYER BADLY BEATEN. 

BALTIMORE, Noy. 30.—A young man 
named Edward Minitzberger assaulted Oliver F. 
Hack, a well known criminal lawyer, this morn- 
ing, on Calvert-street, and beat him until he was 
almost unrecognizable. Hack is 60 years old 
and he was no match for his assailant. At the 
end of the assault his condition was pitiable, 
and in a short time his head was swollen to nearly 
double its normal size. Minitzberger was arrest- 


ed and arraigned on a charge of assault with in- 
tent to kill. He said that the assault, which he 
admitted, was justified on the ground that Hack 
had for years defamed his mother, and had made 
persistent improper advances to his sister, 
which she had on every occasion indignantly re- 
pulsed. He said his father had several years 
ago chastised Hack for the same reason, but 
that the latter had not ceased his annoyances. 
Hack said he recognized his assailant as a de- 
serter from the army, whom he had not seen for 
years, but with whose family he had been on 
terms of friendship. He said that he was as- 
saulted by the father seven yearsago. The af- 
fair created a great deal of excitement.

A CONVICI’S MAIL SACRED. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 30,—A letter ad- 
dressed to a prisoner in the Cleveland work- 
house was opened by an officer of the institution, 
found to contain money, and laid away in the 
safe until the prisoner’s term should expire. 
When he was released the management forgot 
to give him the letter with the money, and it re- 


mained in the safe until traced through the Post 
Office, when the above state of facts was dis- 
closed. The attention of the United States 
authorities here having been called to this case, 
the question has been freely discussed whether 
the practice of opening letters addressed to pris- 
oners, which is common to most if not all penal 
institutions, is not a violation of the United 
States law concerning the sanctity of the mails. 
At the request of the Postmaster, Assistant 
United States Attorney S. D. Dodge has given 
him a written opinion on the subject. It is a 
long review of the laws on this and kindred 
points, and concludes with the statement that 
no Beaon official has the right to open a prison- 
er’s mail.

WINDOW GLASS WORKERS. 

PITTSBURG, Noy. 30.—Glassworkers say 
that the differences between the window glass 
manufacturersin the East, North, and West is 
not understood, although there is a probability 
that they may lead to trouble. The eastern and 
northern districts have a slight advantage over 


the western in the matter of wages, the entire 
eastern and northern districts working at 10 per 
cent. less wages than the western. The manu- 
tacturers in the latter district have chafed under 
this for a long time, andin the recent convention 
of the window glass workers submitted a commu- 
nication notifying the workmen that next year 
a uniform scale of wages must be agreed upon. 
At present the eastern and northern manufact- 
urers are holding aloof from the syndicate formed 
recently by the westerners and talk about form- 
ing one themselves in order to protect their 
market from glass made with natural gas. The 
trouble is one of annual recurrence, and a con- 
test. for supremacy of the market is a possible 
contingency.

DILLON’S TRIAL POSTPONED 


THE IRISH LEADER GREETED 
WITH CHEERS IN COURT. 
HIS COUNSEL ASK FOR TIME IN WHICH 
TO PREPARE THEIR CASE—GEN. 

BULLER’S NEW APPOINTMENT. 

DuBLIN, Nov. 30.—The case of the Gov- 
ernment against Mr. John Dillon came up for 
hearing to-day before the Court of Queen’s 
Bench. Mr. Dillon appeared, accompanied by 
Lord Mayor Sullivan and Messrs. Healy and 
Sexton. Great crowds surrounded the building, 
and the court room and corridors were packed. 
Mr. Dillon was greeted with tremendous cheer- 
ing by the people when he arrived, and his pas- 
sage into the court was amid enthusiastic ap- 
plause. Mr. Healy, on behalf of Mr. Dillon, ap- 
plied for an adjournment of the hearing. He 
said he had only been instructed as to the nature 
of the Crown’s complaint last night, and, as the 
Crown’s aflidavits were exceedingly voluminous, 
the defense would require time to study them. 
Counsel for the Government made no opposition 
to Mr. Healy’s request, and the hearing was ad- 
journed until Dec. 11. 

The Belfast Conservative Association has re- 
solved to urge the corporation of that city to re- 
sist the payment of any tax for extra police en- 
rolled during the recent riots. 

A meeting which was to have been held at 
Adare on Sunday next to protest against Land- 
lord Bury’s seizing cattle for rent has been 
abandoned, Bury having agreed to make a 2242 
per cent. reduction from the judicial rents. 

The Nationalist members of the Dublin Corpo- 
ration have nominated Messrs Sexton, Dillon, 
and William O’Brien for the ofttice of High Sherilff 


of Dublin. The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland will 
make the selection. 


Lonpon, Nov. 30.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced then Gen. Sir Redvers Buller, who has 
accepted the office of Under Secretary for Ire- 
land, will return to the War Office in the early 
part of March and resume his duties as Depu 
Adjutant-General. His services will be require 
in Ireland only while the department is being re- 
organized. The Under Secretary willin the fut- 
ure occupy a seat in the House of Commons. 

The British Home Rule Association and the 
Home Rule League of the United Kingdom will 
amalgamate under the name of the Home Rule 
Union and support a single ticket in future elec- 
tions for the purpose of assisting the Irish people 
in obtaining the right of local self-government. 
A aoasrennre. of the two associations is called for 
Dec. 9. 

At the conference of the Scotch Liberal associ- 
ations to-day at Hawick 28 organizations were 
represented. The conference adopted resoiutions 
of confidence in Mr. Gladstone and in favor or 
home rule in Ireland and Scotland. 

The Earl of Aberdeen, speaking at a meeting 
of Irishmen in Glasgow this eveuing, said he 
was convinced that they would promote home 
rule by showing that their convictions did not 
hinder their being loyal to the Queen. 

Mr. Morley, speaking at Hawick to-day, said 
that order would not exist in Ireland until the 
Government dealt with the land problem, and 
the Governmentcould not deal with that problem 
without acentralhody acting between the peasant 
and the State, which was impossible without 
homeruie. Mr. Morley said that Mr.Gladstone had 
no languor of heart or weakness of word on the 
Irish policy. Lord Randolph Churchill had said 
that Ireland would receive benefits from legisla- 
tion, while Lord Salisbury had said that salva- 
tion would follow a firm administration of the 
law. Mr. Morley appealed to the Unionists to 
join the Liberals and help to free Ireland from 
the nightmare of confusion and destruction in 
which she walked.

EUROPE’S STRAINED RELATIONS. 
RUSSIA NOT INSISTING ON NICHOLAS’S 
ELECTION—FRANCE AND EGYPT. 
Paris, Nov. 30.—It is announced here that 
Russia does not insist upon the selection of 
Prince Nicholas of Mingrelia as the candidate 

for the Bulgarian throne. 

Baron de Mohrenheim, Russian Ambassador at 
Paris, and Baron de Staal, Russian Ambassador 
at London, will both visit St. Petersburg soon 
The trip, it is alleged, will be made by both 
diplomats for domestic reasons solely, and dur- 


ing their presence in St. Petersburg both will 
present their daughters to the Czarina during 
the Imperial Court féte. 

The Journal des Débats says: ‘‘ France has no 
desire to replace England in Egypt when Egypt 
is evacuated, but if evacuation is to be pnd: 
tional upon England remaining absolute mistress 
of the country agreement 1s impossible. British 
pleas for time are equivalent to indefinite occu- 
pation. France does not make this occupation 
a casus belli, but declares that her interests and 
rights are prejudiced by it.” 


Lonpon, Nov. 30.—M. Waddington, 
French Ambassador, has asked the Earl of lddes- 
leigh, Foreign Secretary, for a:detinite reply to 
France’s interrogatory respecting the Suez Canal. 


BERLIN, Nov. 30.—Major Otto Wachs, a 
German military officer, is about to publish a 
brochure on Engiand’s position among the na- 
tions of the world, with special reference to her 
relations with Russia. The publication will 
bea friendly criticism from military and polit- 
ical points of view. Major Wachs’s previous 
brochures on the Channel tunnel question and 
on the Ecyptian campaign were well received in 
England. 


_Prstu, Noy, 30.—The Hungarian Delega- 
tion to-day finally passed all the items of the im- 
perial budget and closed the session. 

The session of the Austrian Delegation closed 
to-day. It is officially announced that all the 
decisions of the Austrian body conform with 
those arrived at by the Hungarian delegation. 
Count Kalnoky, in expressing the Emperor’s 
thanks for the patriotic labors of the Delegates, 
congratulated the Ministry upon its possessing 
the united support of the two peoples. Herr 
Smolka dwelt upon the unusual harmony that 
had prevailed throughout the session, not a sin- 
gle figure of the budget having been modified. 


SPORTING MEN DISGUSTED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 30.—Knifton, who was to 
have fought a prize fight with bare knuckles to a 
finish with Jem Smith in Paris to-day for the 
heavy-weight championship of Engiand and 
heavy stakes, backed out at the last moment 
and refused to go to the battle ground. 
The men had been in active and close 


training for the encounter for several weeks, 
and theeinterest taken in the event was. wide- 
spread and intense. The amount of money up 
in wagers was large. Last evening, all the pre- 
liminaries having been satisfactorily arranged, 
a trainload of prominent sporting men and aris- 
tocrats went to Paris to witness the battle. 
The only reason Knifton gave for his conduct 
was that he found that the number of Smith’s 
adherents who would attend the fight was so 
much greater than the number of his own 
friends that he feared he woulil be unable to ob- 
tain fair play, and so concluded to abandon a 
contest which he felt convinced would be hope- 
less for him under the circumstances. The Brit- 
rr sporting world is howling with chagrin over 
the fiasco. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Paris, Nov. 30.—The trial is proceeding 
at the Aix Assizes of a number of municipal 
Councilors of Marseilles who are charged with 
corruption in connection with nublic works and 
sanitary measures for the prevention of cholera 
in that city. 

The Municipal Council has deputed Dr. Chas- 
saing to visit the Italian faster, Merlatti, for the 
purpose of ascertaining if abstinence from food 
endangers his life. 

The Chamber of Deputies to-day passed the 
Madagascar credits by a voteof 289 against 100. 


France and Mexico have concluded a treaty of 
commerce. 


BrussEts, Noy. 30.—The exports and im- 
orts of Belgium during the year 1885 decreased 
3 per cent. as compared with the previous year.

A POLITICAL INJUNOTION. 


A SINGULAR MOVE OF THE INDIANA 
DEMOCRATS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 30.—At a late hour 
this afternoon Senator J. Green Smith, of Jen- 
nings County, who was elected President pro 
tem. by the Senate just prior to adjournment in 
1885, filed his bill in the Cirouit Court asking 
for an injunction. W. R. Myers, Secretary of 
State, is made defendant, and the act to be en- 
joined is his certifying to the Speaker of the 
House the vote recently cast for Lieutenant- 


Governor. The grounds upon which this is 
asked are the same that have heen so 
often named, that the election was ille- 
gal, and that plaintiff is entitled to hold 
the position of Acting Lieutenant-Governor by 
virtue of his election as President pro tem. His 
attorneys are United States District Attorney 
Turpie and Jason B. Brown. The bill will be 
a by the newly elected Attorney-General 
Michener, ex-Secretary of the Republican State 
Central Committee, who will appear for the Sec- 
retary of State. Owing to the late hour at which 
the bill was filed no action has been taken on it, 
but Senator Smith says that an eftort will be 
made to get a decision.as early as possible. 

Itis claimed that there is already a decision 
made by one of the County Judges denying 
a similar injunction on -the ground that 
there were no existing facts showing 
that a public official intended to do 
that which an injunction was asked against. 
Secretary Myers said to-day that he did not see 
how he could transmit one set of election re- 
turns to the Speaker of the House, for instance, 
onthe vote for Senator and Representatives 
Without the returns on the vote for the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor as well. There is much discussion 
among lawyers concerning the proceedings, and 
@ number expressed themselves as strongly of 
the opinion that such an action could not be 
maintained. 


THE ICE IN THE ST. LAWRENCE. 


EXPERIMENTS TO BE MADE BY TUGS 
THIS WINTER. 

MONTREAL, Nov, 80.—The tugs intended 
for the purpose of breaking up the ice in the St. 
Lawrence, between Sorel and Three Rivers, are 
being fitted with steel bows and will soon 
be ready for use. Col. Rhodes, of Quebec, 
has interested Sir Hector Langevin, Min- 
ister of Public Works, in the project, 
and the Alert, which was engaged in the recent 
Hudson’s Bay exploration, will prubabiy be sent 
to help the tugs. Should they prove capable of 
maintaining a clear passage between the points 


named, a distance of 45 miles, an effort will be 
made next Winter to keep the whole river 
open from Montreal to the gulf, so that 
navigation may last the whole year. 
It is very doubtful, however, if this will 
succeed, and should it fail still another 
scheme will be broached to protect the city from 
future floods, Itis proposed to clear away all 
property along the river front from St. Paul to 
Commissioners street, fill in the ground thus 
made vacant to the level of St. Paul-street, 
and form an esplanade along the _ river 
from the elevated ground on which the 
Canadian Pacific Railway station stands to 
the Lachine Canal. Two railway tracks are 
to be laid along this esplanade, connecting the 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific systems, thus 
facilitating the interchange of traffic. The Grand 
Trunk will then build a new track almost in a 
straight line from Victoria Bridge to the es- 
planade. The only objection to this scheme is 
the enormous experse it will involve, but it is 
believed if itcan be carried through the Gov- 
ernment and railway companies will give sub- 
stantial aid. It willinvolve the clearing out of 
_— one-quarter of the business portion of the 
city.

THE STORY OF A MARRIAGE LICENSE. 

Lovuisvittz, Ky., Nov. 30.—A -marriage 
license, antedated by a very peculiar history, 
was issued from the County Clerk’s office this 
afternoon.

living before the world and their own conscience

WORKING FOR CLUVERIUS. 

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 30.—Judge Hinton, 
of the Court of Appeals, this afternoon tele- 
graphed from his home in Petersburg that ow- 
ing to indisposition he would be unable to finish 
to-day his dissenting opinion in the Ciuverius 
murder case, and nothing was done by the pris- 


oner’s counsel during the day. To-night, how- 
ever, they went tothe Governor’s residence and 
had a private conference with him lasting three 
hours. Counsel presented a number of peti- 
tions from all parts of the State asking the 
Governor to exercise clemency on behalf of 
the prisoner; some for full pardon; others 
for commutation of sentence to life imprison- 
ment.

THE FIGHT AGAINST WHISKY 


CONVENTION OF THE ANTI- 
SALOON REPUBLICANS. 
ONLY A HANDFUL OF PEOPLE—PLANS 

FOR ORGANIZATION—GEN. CONWAY 

AND SENATOR BLAIR SPEAK. 

CoRTLAND, N. Y., Nov. 30.—The anti- 
saloon Republicans have a good cause but it is 
not a popular one, if their convention, which as- 
sembled in the Cortland Opera House this after- 
noon, is to be accepted as an index of the favor 
with which it is received by the masses of the 
party. A keen observer who attended their 
Binghamton conference in September says that 
their movement has gained nuthing in influential 
membership since then, butit has lost something 
in the way of representation. He based his 
declaration upon the personnel of to-day’s 
gathering. He also ventured the prediction 
that the authors of this movement would not 
attempt another State Convention. Less than 
100 persons were seated in the auditorium when 
Editor W. H. Clark, of the Cortland Standard, 
called them to order. Three-quarters of these 
were residents of the village, so it can be said 
with all fairness that the State at large was not 
very considerably represented. A number of 
prominent gentlemenin different parts of the 
country who were advertised to be present 
were nowhere to be seen. On this list were 
ex-Postmaster-General Thomas L. James 
and Judge Noah Davis, of New-York; William 
Windom, of Minnesota; the Rev. Daniel Dor- 
chester, of Boston; Henry B. Metcalf, of Rhode 
Island, and Albert Griffin, of Kansas, the father 
of the anti-saloon movement. The most con- 


spicuous of those who were present were Gen. 
Thomas M. Conway, of Brooklyn; Col. Luther 
W. Caidwell and David Decker, of Elmira; the 
Rev. Lewis Ball, of Buffalo, who groveled in the 
filth of the Cleveland-Blaine campaign; the Rev. 
Frank Rogers Morse, of Brookiyn; W. H. Proctor, 
of Ogdensburg; Col. Edgar P. Hill and Andrew 
Lemon, of New-York; D. H. Pope, of Cornwall, 
and H. P. Brigham, of the American Baptist 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

From the speeches it was easy to see that con- 
tempt for the Prohibitionists could not be wholly 
cencealed, though references to their course 
were in most cases quite guarded. The opinion 
seems to be general that they were a class of 
eranuks who were engaged in destroying the Re- 
| ee go Party because it did not deem it wis- 

om to adopt their impracticable views. Gen. 
Conway was chosen Chairman. For several 
years he has conducted the temperance work 
tor the Republican State Committee during their 
campaigns. He told the convention all about 
the objects of the anti-saloon Republicans. He 
claimed that those who are interested in 
the movement are good Republicans who 
see no need of organizing a new party. They 
are temperance Republicans, representing a new 
movement in this great State, who believe in 
opening an aggressive warfare in the name of 
the Republican Party upon the saloon, the 
brewery, the distillery, and every other engine 
ot destruction connected with the liquor tratlic. 
The gathering of to-day is the leaven of the Re- 
publican Party; itis the moral force within the 
party to atimulate the party to espouse its cause. 
He reported that satisfactory progress had 
been made since the Binghamton meet- 
ing. The press had been enlisted, such 
@ great newspaper as the Tribune having 
actually come out and thundered boldly for the 
cause. Both Senators Evarts and Miller had 
told him that the resolutions adopted at Bing- 
hamton were sound. “I gotit,” he said, ‘from 
our candidate, or rather from a prominent can- 
didate for United States Senator, the Hon. Levi 
P, Morton, that we are tending in the right 
direction. Congressman Frank Hiscock told me 
in his office Saturday that this is one of the 

randest movements of the time, and he wished 
t early success. Thus the statesmen and the 
newspapers are brought into line.” The Pro- 
hibitionists, Gen. Conway believed, ‘are firing 
little pop guns at the mountain of rum, 
but the anti-saloonists would come _ into 
action with their ritled and shotted guns 
and demolish the sinful structure. Since Sep- 
tember nearly 20,000 names had been enrolled 
in their State Temperance Republican League, 
and all this through a small clerical force, com- 
posed of himself, his wife, and one small boy. 
Had he possessed-the clerieal force, 100,000 
would now be enrolled, but inside of six months 
that number would be on therolls. ‘‘ What,” he 
asked, ““does such a vast number mean? It 
means the control of the organization of the 
Republican Party; it means that no Republican 
ean be nominated for office who is not sound in 
his views on the temperance question. This 
doesn’t mean rebellion, though. It will warn the 
party to make no nominations of whisky men.” 
These are the salient points of the scheme of 
the anti-saloonists as outlined by Gen. Conway. 

The Rey. Ball said he was always loaded fora 
temperance speech, and he began his remarks 
with these words: “ It is a great undertaking to 
drive the devil out of the Republican and over 
into the Democratic Party, where he belongs. 
The rum power is out of place in the Republican 
Party. It is only involving and bothering the 
party. Assoon as its representatives find out 
they cannot control the Republican Party they 
will go over to the other side. Then the party 
will take a stand and settle whether the saloons 
shall rule or righteousness and law.” He com- 
pared the smoke of the distilleries to the smoke 
of the pit of destruction. 

Gen. Conway announced this list of com- 
mittees. As will be seen he was a little short of 
material upon which to draw and several gentle- 
men were obliged to discharge double duties: 

Committee on Plan of State Organization.—The 
Rev. George H. Ball, of Buffalo; Harrison Wells, of 
Cortland: Frank Moss, of New-York; D. H. Pope, 
of Cornwall; W. H. Clark, of Cortland; Thomas W.

The evening session saw an audience of 
several hundred villagers in the opera house. 
The attraction was United States Senator Blair, 
of New-Hampshire; who turned the prohibitory 
erank with characteristic vigor. The discussions 
which occurred behind the scenes during the 
morning developed discordant elements among 
the anti-saloonists. The rigid Probibitionists, 
the high-license advocates, and the would-be 
vigorous enforcers of existing laws each had 
their representatives, and how to launch the 
new movement without creating discord among 
them may prove a puzzling problem. The 
New-Hampshire Senator encouraged the Prohi- 
bitionists in his evening speech by declaring 
high license a delusion and asnare, When the 
committee, therefore, handed in its report upon 
a plan of State organization there were aroused 
such diverse opinions that it was deemed advisa- 
ble to lay the report on the table till to-morrow. 
It is believed that there will be some lively talk 
before a plan is finally agreed ——. The plan 
submitted by the committee is as follows: 


I. This organization shall be known as the New- 
York State Temperance Republican League. 

IL. The aim and purpose of this league is to secure 
the suppression of the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors asa beverage; and as the most 
feasible and speedy means to this end to induce the 
Republican Party to undertake to secure this result. 
Until such suppression can be accomplished in the 
State at large we will labor for the enactment of the 
most effective form of luca} option. and, where local 
prohibition is impossible, the enactment and enforce. 
ment of the most stringent restrictive legislation. 

III. All citizens of the State of New-York who are 
in sympathy with the principles and purposes of this 
league are eligible to membership. 

IV. Officers of this league shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

V. There shall also be a State Committee, to con- 
sist of one member from each Congressional District, 
of which the President, the Vice-President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer shall be ex officio members. The 
State Committee shall have authority to appoint an 
Executive Committee of 13 members and to define 
its powers and duties. Itshall be the duty of the 
State Committee to proceed vigorously to the organ. 
ization of local leagues throughout the State, and to 
prescribe their powers and duties. 

VI. It is neither the purpose of this league to form 
@ separate political party, nor to nominate candi- 
dates tor office, except in extreme cases, where Re- 

ublican nominations are made in the interest of the 
quor trafic. 


In the report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, which was also tabled, the convention is 
made to reaffirm: that itis the supreme duty of 
the State to adopt and enforce such practical 
measures as shall abolish the manufacture and 
sale. of all intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 
The démand is made that the Republican 
Party shall take a sitive stand against 
the liquor trattic, zidly enforce present 
laws, and enact such others as will tend to 
abolish the traffic. Itis urgently asked that an 
amendment prohibitory of the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage be sub- 
mitted by the forthcoming Constitutional Con- 
vention to a popular vote, and that such propo- 
sitions be submitted separately; and Congress 
is asked to pass a concurrent resolution submit- 
ting a prohibitory amendment to the national 
Constitution to the several State Legislatures.

FURSCH-MADI IN TEARS 


WHY THE PRIMA DONNA WAS 
SUSPENDED. 

SHE SAYS THAT STAGE MANAGER HOCE 
INSULTED HER—DISCIPLINED BY 
THE AMERICAN OPERA COMPANY. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 30.—The announcement 
to-day that Mme. Fursch-Madi had been suspend- 
ed by the Directors of the American Opera Com- 
pany, and that Miss Bertha Pierson would take 
the part of Valentine in “ The Huguenots” to- 
night, which part had been assigned to Mme, 
Fursch-Madi, created no little surprise and a 
great deal of gossip. Mme. Fursch-Madi was 
seen at her room in the Southern Hotel, and 
after much persuasion and with tears in her 
eyes related the story of her troubles. 

She said that while rehearsing ‘‘ The Hugue- 
nots” yesterday, an opera which she had sung in 
Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg, Vienna, and every 
European capital, and at Paris when it was put 
ou under the personal supervision of Meyerbeer, 
its author, Mr. Hock, the stage manager, made 
some changes in the setting of the first act and 
insisted upon them, although she explained the 
way she was used to seeing it arranged. In the 
second act, while singing, she, as the part de- 
manded, was moving backward up the stage and 
unexpectedly collided with a table which Mr. 
Hock had placed in the centre of the stage while 
she was down infront. In addition to hurting 
her back, she stumbled over the table and im- 
patiently pushed it aside. Instead of receiving 
sympathy, she says, Mr. Hock rudely pushed the 
table back to its position and, striking it with his 
hands, said that “ it must stay right there.” At 
the recollection of the scene the lady’s eyes filled 
with tears, and fora moment she was unable to 
proceed. When sufficiently in control of her 
emotions she said: 

**When Mr. Hock behaved so I couid not re- 
strain my tears, and being perfectly unfitted te 
continue the rehearsal [ walked from the stage. 
Mr. Locke, the manager, came to me and said 
that Mr. Thomas felt affronted at my conduct. 
Iasked him to say to Mr. Thomas thatI had 
meant no affront for him. Subsequently I wrote 
a note to Mr. Thomas saying the same. I also 
offered, as the rehearsal had been broken up by 
my impulsiveness, to rehearse to-day, although 
itis not customary for a singer to rehearse on 
the day of a performance.”’ 

* What about the report that you were going 
away ?” 

«“ Thatis not true. I am here, and under en- 
gagement with the company. I expressed my 
willingness to sing the part to-night, and also 
“ Aida,” for which T was cast for Thursday. I 
don’t know what the managemont inteads to do, 
butif the public are disappointed the fault is not 
mine. I am not indisposed. I know the operas 
and I wish tosing them. I have written an 
apology to Mr. Thomas and made an explanation 
to Mr. Locke. I don’t know what more they ex- 
pect a lady to do.” : 

Throughout the interview the lady was seri- 
ously agitated, and frequently interrupted her 
story with little attacks of weeping. She was 
most moderate in her statement, and admitted 
the mistake of having been too impulsive and of 
having left the stage. The following telegr@m 
Was sent by the prima donna to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the American Opera Company #t 
New-York: 

I was grossly insuited by Mr. Hock yenteriays 
and left the stage because I was in tears and could 
not go on with the part. Mr. Thomas has taken my 
leaving the stage as an insult to himself, and I see 
by the papers this morning that I am not advertised 
to appear. I did not mean to insult Mr. Thomas, and 
have so explained to him. I look to the board to 
right me, Mme. FURSCH-MADI. 

Mr. Locke was seen. He said: “ I have noth- 
ing to say further than that Mr. Thomas, as Mu- 
sical Director and President of the National 
(American) Opera Company, Limited, has consid- 
ered it necessary,in order to maintain disci- 
pline and harmony in the company, to place 
Mme. Bertha Pierson inthe réies which were to 
be taken by Mme. Fursch-Madi for the present 
and until definite instructions from the Board of 
Directors are received, resulting from Mr. 
Thomas’s official report on the matter. The 
board was in session last nignt in New-York, 
and I was in communication with them by pri- 
vate wire. They sustain our action. To the 
public I wanted to say that this, while a. dieap- 
pointment to them, is ultimately for their good, 
The rest of the company will do their work bet- 
ter, and next year there will be no disappoint- 
ments, because there will be no insubordination, 
If this was my own matter I might be inclined to 
overlook this, rather than disappoint a single 
auditor, but the management work ou a higher 
art plane and insist on more rigid discipline, and 
where we have 250 people it is absolutely neces- 
sary.” 

It is stated that Mme. Fursch-Madi will. re- 
ceive her full salary while suspended, and that 
she will not appear in any rdle in this city. 


Mrs. Francis B. Thurber, of this city, who is 
the originator and controlling spirit of the Amer- 
ican Opera Company, was called upon last even- 
ing by areporter for THE TIMEs, to whom she 
said that the story he brought of the trowhble 


which had occurred in St. Louis was much fufler 
and more interesting than any she had thus far 
been supplied with. 

“The-only news I had was from Mme. Fursch- 
Madi, who sent me a dispatch complaining that 
she had been insulted by the stage manager, and 
had left the stage in consequence. 1e rest 
of the story, including what is described as 
the artist’s suspension, is news tome. There is 
no truth in the statement that the matter 
has been. brought to the attention of the 
Directors and that they have . decided 
to sustain the action of Messrs. Thomas 
and Hock in giving Mme. Fursch-Madi's roles to 
another artist. There can have been no suspen- 
sion, as that is an act of discipline which comes 
only within the province of the board. Yes, I 
suppose Mr. Thomas has the power to transfer a 
role from one member of the company.to an- 
other, but that is not suspension. This affair is 
unfortunate, but I have no doubt it will all be 
settled amicably in a few days. I expect to re- 
ceive fuil reports of it by mail to-morrow morn- 
ing and, as soon as they come, provided that all 
parties to the affair are fully heard from, the Di- 
rectors will take it up. Mr. Hock is a hasty 
man, and Mme. Fursch-Madi is—a friend of 
mine.” 

There was so much meaningin the lady’s pause 
before the last four words and the slow emphaeis 
with which they were uttered that the reporter 
could not help remarking: ‘ Mr. Hock, then. 
seems to have made a mistake ?” 

Mrs. Thurber smiled as she answered: ‘“ Mme. 
Fursch-Madiis very highly thonght of by the 
Directors. Still, we cannot foretell results until 
we have the whole story. Mr. Thomas ison 
his way here and we will be able to hear 
from him on the subject: I would like to 
sum up the situation, as Isee it, in the state- 
ment that the board has not yet met; that noth- 
ing will be done till it does meet; that Mme. 
Fursch- Madi has not been suspended, and that 
justice will be done in the case, and that ali par- 
ties to the trouble will be heard.” 

* What will Mme. Fursch-Madi’s position bein 
the meantime ?” 

“She will not sing until the board has arrived 
at its decision.”

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AIMS OF THR ARCHITECTS 


OONVENTION OF 1HE AMERI- 
CAN INSTITUTE. 
SUBJECTS OF INTEREST TO THE PROFES- 

SION AND TO THE PUBLIC WHICH 
WILL PROBABLY COME BEFORE IT. 
The twentieth annual convention of the 
American Institute of Architects will begin its ses- 
sions this morning at 10 0’clockin the Directors’ 
room of the New-York Mutual Lite Insurance 
Company, Nassau and Cedar streets. The open- 
ing address of welcome will be delivered by the 
President of the Institute, Thomas U. Walter, 
F. A. I. A. He will probably touch upon the 


current work of the year throughout the coun- | 


try, and will asiude to the competitions which 
have Leen held undor conditions which indicate 


a better appreciation on the part of the public of | 


the value of professional time and thought and 
the large expense entailed upon the artistic 
rendering of private and public buildings, and 
will probably refer to the growing influence of 
the various art schools throughout the country 
in producing a truer art feeling and admiration 
of artistic work. 


It is expected that Mr. George OC, Mason, Jr,, 
F. A. I. A., of Newport, R. I., will read the re- 
port of the Trustees, when additions to the roll 
of membership will be read and the names of 
such gentlemen as have been promoted to the 
grade of Fellowship. The report of the Treas- 
urer and appointment of the Auditing Com- 
mittee will be followed by reports from the 
standing committees and chapters, which will 
contain a review of the work done in their 
respective localities. The Secretary of the Bos- 
ton Chapter, E. M. Wheelwright, may speak of 
the competition of the Rotch Traveling Scholar- 
ships and allude to some of the interesting 


work done by Mr. Blackall and Mr. Mead, who 
are now in Europe. 

Mr. Bloor, the Secretary of the New-York 
Chapter, will undoubtedly have an pavoreating 
and, perhaps, complete report of the Willar 
architectural commission. The object of this 
commission is to cultivate and encourage a popu- 
lar taste tor architecture, to help such students 
as have been unable to secure the advantages of 
travel, and to elevate the standard of American 
work by presenting choice selections of master- 
pieces in all styles, and thus found a historical 
architectural collection. An interesting letter 
from W. L. B. Jenney, Secretary for Foreign Cor- 
respondence, will be read, followed by a consid- 
eration of the reports. 

The subject chosen for the morning discussion 
will be ‘“‘ Architects’ Protective Associations,” 
continued from last year’s convention, held at 
Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 21 and 22, and introduced 
by E. M. Clark, F. A. I. A., of Boston, The ob- 
ject of such a protective association is to assume 
for those of its members who may be engaged in 
lawsuits arising from the practice of their pro- 
fession as architects the expense of the defense 
of their rights. The idea of such a protective 
association is based upon the action by the French 
architects at the International Congress of Archi- 
tects, held at Nice, February, 1884. 

There can be no doubt that questions of a 
general interest to the profession should be 

laced before such a body in order that the pro- 
feasion might act as a unit upon many matters 
of vital importance. The customs and privi- 
leges of the profession should be respected; to 
command respect, they must he more widely 
known to the public. On the other hand, there 
js a widespread distrust of the reliability of 
the final estimates of the cost of a building, 
and where there is a wide margin between 
original estimates and ultimate cost the public 
has a serious right to say “we object.” The 
architect’s fee is dependent upon the ultimate 
cost instead of the original estimates. If this 
was to be based upon the original estimates and 
nothing more, the building public would un- 
doubtedly approve the innovation. This in- 
novation would enforce upon the architect's 
attention a more careful, and _ there- 
fore a more thorough, acquaintance with 
the cost of building materials than he now cares 
to cultivate. Such an act would command the 
confidence and respect of the builder, not that he 
wishes by any means to curtail the fees of the 
ercbitect, but because such a course would re- 
move the temptation to expend money for mere 
display and extravagance, and hecause it would 
reduce tu a certainty a now unknown element of 
cost. That such an innovation would entail 
upon the architect a vastly greater amount of 
work than he now does, goes without saying; for 
he would have to be more frank and explicit in 
his details to his chentin oraer that he might 
know for himself what his remuneration would 
amountto. Butthatit would command an in- 
creased respect from the publicis undeniable, 
and it is believed by many of the younger mem- 
bers of the profession that the object is worthy 
of every endeavor. 

All the information possible is to be obtained 
in regard to judicial decisions within the terri- 
tory of the United States relating to the fees of 
architects, especially with reference to the rates 
embodied in the Institute schedule. It is ex- 

vected that a committee will be appointed to col- 
ae and tabulate for the use of the members of 
the Institute whatever authentic data on the 
subject it may be found possible to gather. The 
task is acknowledged to be tedious and difficult, 
and, though the first results might be unsatis- 
factory, it would ultimately inure to the good of 
the profession and benefit the public by estab- 
lishing the judicial status of the profession. 
Great interest is centred in this subject of pro- 
tective associations owing tothe many apparent- 
ly minor topics that may incidentally be brought 
out, and which will tend to promote a universal 
interest in the welfare of the Institute and the 
great educational character of the work it is en- 
deavoring todo. The morning session will close 
by a reading of communications, announce- 
ments, and miscellaneous business, 

In the afternoon visiting members will be ac- 
eompanied by local members to such points of 
arcuitectural interest as the former may select, 
and the curiosities of city eclecticism will be 
shown up and undoubtedly criticised. A be- 
loved apostle of architecture has declared that: 
eclecticism is barbarism. Itis certainly not an 
evidence of a fecund imagination or a mine of 
resources, and it would be qujte delightful to 
hear the knowing ones explain & away or apolo- 
gize for the crudeness of American art. To 
build one front of a building with stone to the 
cornice and the attic story of sanded copper, and 
another front—main and attic story both—of 
real unpainted stone is an inconsistency quite 
difficult to a lover of true art to explain. 
cardinal principle of good architecture is truth. 
Itis the general belief that the Institute is ear- 
nest and sincere in its efforts to stamp the seal of 
truth upon the architectural efforts «f its mem- 
bers and that a long stride toward true art 
culture would be taken if the me or 4 of arch- 
itects in the country were convinced that a sue- 
cessful deception, particularly on external work, 
is not an equivalent of truth. By a successful 
deception is meant the gcepresentation of a sub- 
stance at such a distance from the eye that an 
accurate estimate of its character is impossible 
on account of its remoteness. 

The evening session will be more of a social 
than ofa strictly business nature, for, by the 
courtesy of Prof. Ware, the convention will meet 
informally at 8:15 P. M. inthe quarters of the 
Architectural Department of Columbia College, 
entrance on East Forty-ninth-street, between 
Madison and Fourth avenues. The course of 
study — at that institution will be ex- 
plained to the visitors and a collection of archi- 
tectural drawings, executed by the students, 
will be shown, among which are atudies in water 
color and crayon from casts of statuary; plinth, 
shaft, capital, entablature, frieze, and pediment 
of the classic orders, Renaissance, medieval, and 
modern departures; studies of wrought iron 
work, consisting of gates, portals, and grilles, 
medizval and modern, and it may be the Pro- 
fessor will favor his audience with an exposition 
of the ges of the Neo-gree style, the new 
departure of the moderns. Prof. Ware will be 
pleased to show to the visitors some of the fa- 
mous competitive Kansas City drawings and ex- 
piain the method of selecting the successful de- 
sign. 

The second session will begin to-morrow at 10 
A.M. Mr. Bloor, the delegate of the institute 
to the second annual convention of the Western 
Association of Architects, will ere abn account 
of his visit, and report upon the encouraging 
work of this vigorous offshoot of the parent stock. 
The titles of the papers to be read to-morrow will 
be announced this morning, and it is confidently 
expected that Charles F. Wingate, of the Twi- 
light Club, and Glenn Brown, Associate, of 
Washington, will speak on the subjects of sani- 
tation and the growth and outlook of sanitary 
science. These papers will be followed by re- 
ports of special committees and the election of 
officers and standing committees. The subject 
of discussion for the day is announced as * Tne 
Labor Question,” as affecting architects and 
contractors. 

The subject of the rights of architects to rea- 
sonable and efficient mail service has been as- 
signed a special order of discussion. Miscel- 
laneous discussions will be taken up by the car- 
dinal questions of heating, lighting, ventilation, 
and sanitation of buildings, and it is hoped the 
topic of the growth of decorative art will not be 
overlooked. The unfinished general business 
will close the morning session. 

In the evening the annual dinner will be given 
at Pinard’s. The Committee of Arrangements 
includes E. H. Kendall, Chairman, No, i Broad- 
way; E. T. Littell, No. 48 Exchange-place; A. J. 
Bloor, Welles Building, No, 18 Broadway, and

THE ANDOVER CONTROVERSY. 


THE ACCUSED PROFESSORS DENY THE 
JURISDICTION OF THE VISITORS. 

Boston, Maass,, Nov. 30,—Prof. EB, C, 
Smyth to-day filed with the Board of Visitors 
of Andover Theological. Seminary a reply to the 
amended charges preferred against him and 
four other Professors,and which were made pub- 
| lic on Nov. 13. It will be remembered that 
| the Professors were notified to answer on or 
before the 27th, and the meeting of visitors was 
called for the 29th to consider the reply and fix 
a time for the hearing of the charges. However 
on the 27th, the Professors, acting under 
the advice of counsel, instead of replying to 


the charges, took exceptions to the rulings 
of the Board of Visitors made on the 25th and 
26th of October, and prayed that said amended 
complaint be dismissed, because said board had 
not in law original jurisdiction of the subject 
matter of said amended complaint because 
the charges in the amended complaint were 
not sufliciently definite and particular, and 
therefore insufficient in Jaw, because the 
original complaint cannot be legally amended 
and has not been .legally disposed, and because 
the new complaint for the same matters 
eannot legally be received or filed while the 
original complaint is pending, and for other 
reasons. Prof. Churehiil also claims that his 
chair, the Jones Professorship, bas never been 
placed under the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Visitors, 

Last evening the Board of Visitors held a 
meeting, aud after an informal discussion voted 
that the prayers of the respondents to dismiss 
the amended complaints be overruled, and the 
respondents excepted through counsel. It was 
also voted that a further hearing be held in Bosa- 
ton Dec. 28. : 

The replies of the Professors in detail to the 
amended charges were made public to-night 
oyer the signature of Prof. Smyth, the replies 
of the others being almost ideutical to his. 
After calling attention to the number and 
character of the charges brought against him, 
Prof. Smyth says: ‘Suck accusations have no 
reality to me. welcome them if for any reason 
you deem such scrutiny necessary or useful. 
The more searching the examination into 
the accusations now preferred the better. 
I shall be pleased to expedite and facili- 
tate such examination to the full extent of 
my power, Atthe same time I deny that I hold 
any beliefs or have taught doctrines or theories 
not in harmony with or antagonistic to the 
constitution or the statutes of theology rec- 
ognized by the founders of Phillips's 
Acagemy, in which I am Professor of Ecclesias- 
tical History, or that I believe or teach anything 
antagonistic or opposed to the creed of said insti- 
tution or in violation of the statutory require- 
ments or true intention of the founder as ex- 
pressed in the statute.” 


LOCKED HIS CREDITORS UP. 
ERS to aS SIN 
CARTER-COTTON’S BOLD 
LIBERTY. 
Denver, Col., Nov. 30,—The News, speak- 
ing of the reported absconding of Carter-Cotton, 
says: Rumors had become current upon the 
streets late last night that F. L. Carter- 
Cotton, Manager of the North Poudre Land 
and Canal Company, and also an ex- 
tensive real estate operator at Fort 
Collins, had absconded and left creditors to a 
large amount, A statement of the facts, as 
learned from a gentleman in high stand- 
ing in financial circles in Northern Colorado, 
and who is in a position to know, is that 
for some weeks past Mr. Carter-Cotton’s 


numerous creditors have been becoming uneasy, 
and were suspicious of his movements and 
transactions. A week ago on Thursday a num- 
ber of them corralled him in his office. After 
some talk Mr. Carter-Cotton made a pre- 
text to go out, locked his creditors in, 
and has not since been seen in or about Fort 
Collins. His creditors got out by climbing the 
transom. How Mr. Carter-Cotton got away is 
not known. Next day he was seen in Denver, and 
here all traces of him ceased. 

The same gentieman,in connection with an- 
other prominent financier of this city, gave a re- 
porter the following statement in regard 
to Mr. Carter-Cotton's tinancial operations: 
They said Mr. Carter-Cotton issued bonds on the 
North Poudre Canal and 10,000 acres of land 
tothe amount of $150,000, The Travelers Insur- 
ance Company took $50,000 of these bonds, and 
the other $100,000 are held by various per- 
sons in New-England, In addition, he has boar- 
rowed on the stock of the canal $35,000. He 
has also negotiated for them upward of 
$50,000 on real estate mortgages, many 
of the interest collections on which he has with- 
held. He also secured in the neighborhood of 
$25,000 on land contracts from Hayden & Dick- 
inson, of this city. In addition, he owes 
nearly $50,000 in miscellaneous debts. It is 
also stated that he had similar advances 
on contracts from an English company, but how 
much cannot be learned. His total indebtedness 
has been figured up by Fort Collins bankers at 
$305,000. The Travelers Insurance Company, 
Hayden & Dickinson, and representative parties 
hold a claim of $100,000. 

Tt is said that the claims held by persons in 
the East are fully secured by first mortgage 
bonds on the canal and land of the Poudre 
Company, which are valued at twice 
the amount of claims, as the canal 
is one of the finest in the State. The 
opinion prevails among a few persons that Mr. 
Carter-Cotton has not absconded, but has gone 
on a trip to Europe or Mexico, and will return 
shortly and square up all claims against him, but 
it is generally believed in financial circles that 
he has no intention of returning. 


THE OAITLE PLAGUE. 


STROKE FOR 


MEASURES TAKEN AGAINST IT BY THE 
DOMINION AUTHORITIES. 
MONTREAL, Nov. 30.—Dr. McEachran, 
Government Inspector of Animals, will leave 
for New-York in a day or two en route for Eng- 
land to confer with the imperial veterinary 
officers in reference to the quarantining of cattle 
coming from districts infected by pleuro-pneu- 


monia. He will assure them that the disease has 
been completely stamped out at Point Levis, but 
as @ precautionary measure the quarantine there 
will be maintained for several months longer. 
Being asked what he proposed doing to prevent 
the introduction of the disease from the United 
States, he said: “I have made a recommendation 
to the Government that in consideration of the 
fact that pleuro-pneumonia has existed for sev- 
eral years in Chicago, the distributing point of 
breeding stock for the West and Northwest, quar- 
antine should be established. I have sent an in- 
spector, Mr. Charles McEachran, to visit Man- 
dan,in Dakota, and Miles City, in Montana, 
where there were rumors of the existence of dis- 
ease, and he reports that a short time ago a ship- 
ment of young stock to Mandan showed symp- 
toms of pleuro pneumonia, but they had been 
killed and burned and no disease now exists at 
that point. He visited Miles City, but found no 
evidences of the disease yet having reached there. 
In view, however, of the indefinite area now cov- 
ered by this piague and its extremely insidious 
character, Ihave recommended that until such 
time as the United States authorities have ex- 
actly defined its limits in the West, and especial- 
ly its existence or non-existence in Muntana, a 
90 days’ quarantine should be established south 
of Milk Rock in Alberta, Oak Lake in Saskatche- 
wan, and at Emerson for Manitoba, and at these 
a only should cattle be allowed to enter the 

orthwest, which is particularly open to danger 
oh account of the large ranches established 
there. There are about 90,000 headin Alberta, 
90,000 in Manitoba, and in Saskatchewan about 
30,000, a total of 210,000, which is rapidly in- 
creasing. Valuing these at $30 a head, the total 
value of cattle in the Northwest reaches to about 
$6,300,000 This is a large interest, and it is 
probable the Government will see tit to establish 
the quarantine.”

| MANAGING THE RAILROADS: 


THE ERIE SHOWING A SUR- 
PLUS HOR THE YEAR. 
PRESIDENT KING’S REPORT OF ITS CON- 
DITION—THE ELECTION OF DIRECT- 

ORS AND OFFICERS, 

President King, of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad Company, presented 
his annual report to the stockholders yesterday. 
The gross earnings of the road for the year, in- 
cluding its proportion of the earnings of the 
New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Railroad, were 
$22,500,047 73, and the entire working ex- 
penses, $16,388,688 14. The net earnings 
from traffic were $6,111,409 59, and the earn- 
ings from other sources $946,459 64, Deducting 
from these amounts the interest on the funded 
debt, the rentals of leased lines, and other 
charges, the surplus for the year is $14,610 95. 
The gross earnings for the year, in comparison 
with those of 1885, show an increase of $3,565,- 
475 02, anincrease in net earnings of $1,524,- 
353 61. The earnings of the whole system, in- 
cluding the earnings of the whole of the New- 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Railroad and all 
other leased lines, were $24,471,601 87, an in- 


crease of $3,915,984 37 over 1885. The ex- 
penses of the system were heavier than 1885 in 
the sum of $2,041,121 41, 

The gross earnings of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad proper, compared 
with those of 1885, show an increase of $2,820,- 
039 06. The cost of transporting a ton per 
mile was reduced from .475 cent to .448 cent, 
and is the lowest in the history of the road. 
The merchandise and freight traffic was 4,798,- 
760 tons, an inerease of 682,513. The road 
carried 8,008,158 tons of coal during the year, 
an increase of 1,870,916 tons over last year’s 
traffic, The gross earnings from passenger 
traffic were $3,443,771 81, an increase of $337,- 
064 20 over last year’s. The number of passen 
gers carried was 6,261,118, against 5,899,757 
carried in 1885. 

In addition to the regular expenses of the year 
it was found necessary to expend large amounts 
for work which should have been done in previ- 
ous years. To restore the track to a proper con- 
dition 1,276,786 cross ties were laid last year at 
acost of $708,193 08. The amount spent for 
the same purposes in 1885 was $338,332 12, 
The line between Corning and Rochester was 
put in good condition. A mortgage of $80,000 0n 
real estate bought in Rochester in 1885 was paid 
last year, Over $26,000 was paid for passenger 
and freight improvements at Rochester during 
the year. Over $68,000 was expended 
on the train shed that is constructing 
at Jersey City. Over $30,000 has been paid on 
anew iron bridge that spans the Susquehanna 
River, and that, when finished, will cost $66,000. 
Ten thousand tons of steel rails were bought by 
the company during the year. Rolling stock to 
the value of $450,000 was purchased during the 
year and charged to operating expenses. Over 
$214,000 was spent in ballasting the road and 
28 wig of sidings were built at a cost of $129,- 
302 49. 

In conclusion, President King states that the 
prediction made last year that the company 
could earn its entire fixed charges and rentals 
of leased lines was realized and the physical 
condition of the property had been greatly im- 
proved. 

There was no opposition to the regular ticket.

As will be seen, the Wabash is the only road 
whose percentage has been cut down, and there 
is every prospect that this company will appeal 
from the Commissioner’s decision, It is pro- 
vided that in case any road is dissatistied 
with the award of the Commissioner it may ap- 
peal therefrom, when another arbitration shall 
be had, the decision of this second board of 
arbitration to be final. As the Wabash has fared 
worse than it expected, it will probably. with- 
draw altogether from the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation and make an independent fight. 

Commissioner Faithorn’s award for the roads 
in the range cattle pools is as follows: 
Northwestern, 29 per cent.; Burlington, 25 
per cent.; St. Paul, 20 per cent.; Rock 
Tslaud, 20 per cent.; Wabash, 6 
cent. These percentages cannot well 
compared with those formerly in effect, as the 
new pool is differently organized and covers 
different territory. Under the old arrange- 
ment the Northwestern had about 60 per 
cent, of that tariff, but under that ar- 
rangement the business from its Fremont, 
Elkhorn and Missouri Valley extension 
was all included. Under the new arrangement 
the business from that line east of Douglass 
(Fort Fetterman) is excluded, and only that 
from points west of Douglass goes into the pool. 
It is quite likely that an appeal from this award 
will also be made. 


SUDDEN CHANGE OF PLAN. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 30.—A meeting of the 
atockholders of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Railroad was held to-day for the pur- 
pose of voting on a proposition to issue $10,000,- 


000 worth of preferred 4 per cent. stock, the 
proceeds to be used for all purposes within the 
statute. For some reason, however, which was 
not explained, the proposition for issuing the 
stock was not submitted by the board. In its 
stead a communication from the board was read, 
which stated that the yey of making another 
issue of preferred stock had been reconsidered. 
As the majority of the stock is held by the board, 
the matter ended there. 

The reason given on the Street for the change 
of policy was that a decline in the common stock 
from 160 to 140 since the proposition for a fur- 
ther issue of preferred stock was made publichas 
caused the board to doubt whether a ten-million- 
dollar issue of new stock could be safely made. 
The recent purchase of the Dayton and Tronton 
Road was made by the same New-York syndicate 
which controls the Cihcinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad. It is stated that 
the purchare of this property is to 
provide the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
with a feeder reaching into the coal district, and 
that it is the expectation that, on account of the 
low grades, trains can be drawn to Cincinnati 
carrying trom 30,000 to 40,000 bushels, and 
coal delivered here as cheaply as by river at the 
most favorable stage of water. There has not 
been, thus far, any road which could profitably 
bring coal to Cincinnati, the supply coming by 
river entirely. 


CHANGES ON THE LAKE SHORE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 30.—Assistant 
General Manager Galiup will be here to-morrow 
and will bring with him one of his former associ- 
ates on the Boston and Albany, who has been 


appointed Assistant Chief Engineer of the Lake

ONLY MR. DIMON OBJECTED, 


SO HIS DAUGHTER RAN AWAY WITH 
THE HANDSOME DOCTOR. 


The gossipsof the pleasant little town of 


Jamesport, Long Island, were busy from morn- 
ing to night yesterday. The daughter of their 
wealthiest and most eminent townsman, Frank- 
lin Dimon, had eloped with a Brooklyn man, Dr.

A few hours after the ceremony had been per- 
formed dispatches announcing the fact were sent 
to Mr. Dimon and Mr. Sneden. One of the wit- 
nesses of the wedding said: ‘“‘ They were a stun- 
ning couple, [ teil you, Thedoctor is 30 years of 
age, with dark hair and beard, and wears a dig- 
nified pair of gold rimmed eyeglasses. § His 
bride is a wonderfully beautiful brunette, and 
would long ago bave been the belle of the place

THE INDIAN WAREHOUSE, 


REASONS WHY IT SHOULD REMAIN IN 
THIS CITY. 


The proposition to move the Indian ware. 
house from New-York to some Western city, as 
suggested ina letter written to the Chamber of 
Commerce on Sept. 22 by J. C. D. Atkins, Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, resulted in the ap- 
pointment of William H. Lyon, Ambrose Snow, 
and Hiram K. Miller as a special committee to 
consider the proposition and report upon it. The 
special gommittee went to Washington last 
night and will appear before Commissioner At- 
kius to-day. 

The committee finds that the “ method of 
opening bids in New-York, where the large deal- 
ers and the agencies of the large manufactories 
throughout the country are situated, and where 
a great variety of samples ot dry goods, cloth- 
ing, and miscellaneous articles ean be furnished 
at very small expense, has caused great compe- 
tition among bidders, and the result has been 
that the Government purchases for the Indian 
Department have heen made at lower prices 
than any wholesale dealer in the United States 
could obtain.” Articles furnished by Western 
bidders are generally shawn by samples or on 
specitication. Nothing would be saved in trans- 
portation by the removal of the warehouse, as 
railroad competition in freight is very great. 
Bids were opened in St. Louis in 1876, but lack 
of competition resulted in such high prices that 
many of the bids were rejected and another lot 
of advertising was rendered necessary. 

The committes endeavored to obtain informa- 
tion on this subject from the most trustworthy 
sources, and its conclusions are that the inter- 
ests of the Government and the Indians will be 
best served by retaining the warehouse in this 
city, and that a great mistake would be made if 
it were removed.

MAKING SLOW PROGBESS. 


A FEW MORE GLASSBLOWERS QUIT WORK 
AT COFFRY’S ORDER. 


The 14 glassblowers at the Bushwick 
Glass Works have yielded to the order issued by 
Master Workman John Coffey, of the Druggists’ 
Ware Glassblowers’ League, and last evening 
they joined the ranks of the strikers. Threats 
that ambulances would be needed in that part of 
Brooklyn if they continued at work caused their 
courage to 0026 away, until it would have taken 
more than the agreement they had made to work 
until July and the good wages they were earn- 
ing to keep them at work. They informed Mr. 


William Brookfield yesterday morning that the 
should leave when the day’s work was finished, 
and he promptly gave orders to have the fires 
raked out. The agreement between Mr. Brook- 
field and his men has thus been broken three 
times since tha Resinuing of the blast on Sept. 1. 
At Hagerty Brothers Co.’s works, the only 
other large establishment for the manufacture 
of druggists’ glasaware in this vicinity, the men 
have broken their agreement twice and are still 
out. 

Master Workman John Coffey is hard at work 
trying to bring about ubedience to his order. His 
district is extensive, embracing all the drug- 
gists’ ware glass factories east of the Alleghanies, 
andeven some in Canada. The State of New- 
Jersey contains more factories than all the rest 
of the Eastern Division, and it also contains men 
who seem to care very little for Master Work- 
man Coffey, Itisnow a week since his order 
was issued, and the New-Jersey men are still 
blowing glass and receiving therefor from $35 to 
$65 per week. Coffey’s policy, it seems,is to 
take the strike successful through scattered 
factories on the edge of the district, and then 
turn his batteries on New-Jersey. He is likely 
to have a hard fight there, as the blowers at 
Salem, Millville, and Clayton have already 
handed back the charters which they received 
last July from the Knights of Labor, and many 
others are expected to do the same. 

The manufacturers are not going to submit to 
Master Workman Coffey without a fight. They 
will meet for deliberation on the situation at 
Philadelphia next Thursday. Coffey’s manner 
of procedure is especially obnoxious to the 
manufacturers. He and his henchman Kalten- 
bach, whois left to keep the men out at the 
Bushwick and Hagerty works, promise the men 
that they will be given all the work they can do. 
To the apprentices the promise is made that 
they will be given employment as journeymen. 
This is done in spite of the fact that none of the 
manufacturers would employ another's striking 
men nor his apprentices as journeymen.

MR. GALL’S ALLEGED WIDOW. 

An application was made before Surro- 
gate Rollins, yesterday, by Charles F. Gall, 
through his counsel, to have a temporary Ad- 
ministrator appointed to take charge of the 
proporty of Joseph Gall, optician, who died last 
Spring. The applicant is the adopted son of 


Gall, andis heir to upward of $100,000 left by 
his father. Among the minor bequests the tes- 
tator left $1,000 to Mrs. Amelia Steeb, one of 
the servants inhisemploy. Young Gall recently 
ascertained that Mrs. Steeb claimed that she 
was the widow of his father, and intended to 
contest the will. She has worn mourning ever 
since the death of Mr. Gall. Acting on the ad- 
vice of counsel he made application to have an 
Administrator appointed. 

Gall’s lawyer produced an affidavit yesterday 
made by John Jermaunn, who says that he mar- 
ried Amelia on Aug. 23,1871. The ceremony, 
he claims, was performed by the Rev. Dr. Fran- 
eis J. Schneider, of No. 94 Allen-street, and he 
was never divorced. His affidavitis corroborated 
by another made by Emil Wilbrett, a cousin of 
Jermann. Wilbrett acted as groom at the mar- 
riage. Jermann says the first intimation he re- 
ceived that Mrs. Jermann claimed to be Mrs. 
Gall was in last May, when she sent for him and 
asked him to leave the country so that she could 
get her dower. She offered him, he claims, 
$1,000 to do this, but he refused. Surrogate 
Rollins gave Mrs, Steob’s lawyer two days to 
produce contradictory evidence.

SUBWAY PROGRESS. 


The meeting of the Subway Commission 
yesterday showed the effects of the waning 
working season. A complication has arisen in 
the hesitation of the Department of Public 
Works to grant any more permits to tear up the 


streets, and particularly Broadway, this year. 
The chief engineer thinks that unless assurances 
can be given that the streets can be properly re- 
paved before cold weather sets in no more per- 
mits ought to be granted. Engineer Kearney 
thinks that such assurances can be given. 

The commission gracefully granted permission 
to the Western Union Company to string new 
wires and replace poles along the railroad lines 
in the annexed district above the Harlem River 
and Spuyten Duyvil Creek. The permit is good 
for only six months. The Western Union Com- 
pany obtained another important privilege— 
permission to place cables in its conduits along 
Broadway ana Fifth-avenue to its offices at 
Twenty-third-street, The application was granted 
by the commission until other underground ac- 
commodatiens can be provided, with the under- 
standing that nothing was conceded with re- 
spect to the right of a company to use its own 
conduit. Superintendent Brown, for the West- 
ern Union Company, stated that the cables were 
desired for connection at Twenty-third-street 
with the cables on the Third-avenue elevated 
structure in order that the Third-avenue poles 
might be removed by Jan. 1, 1887.

ST. ANDREW’S FEAST. 
EATING HAGGIS AND APPLAUDING ELO- 
QUENT SPEAKERS. 

The annual dinner of St. Andrew’s Society 
took places last evening in Delmonico’s banquet 
hall, which was decked with English and Amer- 
ican flags for the occasion. John 8. Kennedy, 
President of the society, presided, and among 
others present were the Rev. Drs. W. M. Taylor 
and William Ormiston, ex-Postmaster-General T. 
L. James, J. J. O’Donohue, Chauncey M. Depew, 
Lieut, A. W. Greely, ex-Judge Horace Russell, 
Commissioner of Education William Wood, John 


Sloane, Bryce Gray, J. Kennedy Tod, Andrew 
Carnegie, W. Lane Booker, the English Consul- 
General, and James Fraser. After the haggis 
ard the rest of the dinner had been eaten Presi- 
dent Kennedy congratulated the society on 
reaching its one hundred and thirtieth anniver- 
sary. The healths of the Queen and the Presi- 
cent were drank, some Scotch songs were sung, 
and then the Rey. Dr, Ormiston responded to the 
toast * The Land o’ Cakes,” and James Fraser to 
“The Land We Live in.” 

The next regular toast was ‘Scotland and 
Liberty,” to which the Rev. Dr. Taylor re- 
sponded. In concluding he said hberty was vot 
80 much in danger now from above as from be- 
neath. The tyranuy of masses was to be feared. 
“Lex rex”—the law ig the King—that was the 
maxim for America to-day. The question before 
this country was whether the Nation that had 
spent tmillions of money and hundreds of 
thousands of tives to put down one 
furm of slavery would submit calmly to another. 
The equality of all men before the law must be 
maintained and the workingman punished for 
his misdeeds. Democracy should not be allowed 
to become triumphant in gigantic wrong. This 
closing part of Dr. Taylor’s speech was received 
with unbounded enthusiasm, and when the 
speaker sat duwn he was given three cheers and 
a * tiger.” 

The next toast was “Scottish Scenery,” to 
which Chauncey M. Depew responded. He 
called the assembly “Fellow Scotchmen,” and 
said that Dr. Taylor's closing remarks were 
worthy of a place among the choicest specimens 
of extant eloquence. Mr. Depew said he attend- 
ed all the national celebrations. None of them 
pleased him so much as St. Andrew's. It came 
first. He also liked the Seotch dinner because 
haggis was on the bill of fare, Per- 
sons who were unaccustomed to it al- 
ways remembered the feast for two weeks after- 
ward. He had always been devoted to the 
classics, though he had forgotten some of them; 
but he loved none better than those of Scotland. 
Noman could understand them who had not 
been among Scotch scenery. When he was there 
and saw Ben Nevis and all the other Bens, he 
thought Scotland must have been settled by one 
of the lost tribes of Israel.

QUICKLY SEEKING FREEDOM.

The threatened litigation growing out 
of the marriage of William D. McKeever and 
Marion Loveridge, of Orange, N. J., by the Rev. 
Theodore C. Williams, of All Souls’ Unitarian 
Church, in this city, on Nov. 22, assumed defi- 
nite form yesterday. Horwitz & Hershfield, the 


law firmin the Stewart Building retained by 
Daniel McKeever, father of the young groom, to 
annul the marriage on legal grounds, presented 
the tirst papers in the proceeding to Judge Van 
Brunt in Supreme Court, Chambers. They are in 
the nature of a petition to have Daniel McKeev- 
er appointed guardian ad litem, a necessary for- 
mality before beginning the action proper. 

The sworn petion of young McKeever sets 
forth that he is 18 years of age, that he has no 
general guardian appointed by law, and that he 
is desirous of bringing an action against one 
Marion Loveridge toannul a marriage which 
took place between him and heron Noy. 22, 
1886, upon the ground of coercion, duress, and 
fraud. The papers remained in Judge Van 
Brunt’s possession throughout yesterday and 
will be applied for by the attorneys to-day. 
They claim to be very busy with other legal 
matters and are not pressing this particular case. 
It will probably be several days, they say, be- 
fore the formal complaint and notice will be 
ready for service, It will not be contended that 
young McKeever is under legal marriage age, 
but it will be shown by affidavits that he was 
intimidated and forced into the matrimonial 
alliance, and further that he has no means of 
enppor eng a wife. ’ 

These proceedings will be opposed on behalf of 
the Loveridge family by Douglas Campbell, of 
the law firm of Campbeil & Paige. The whole 
matter has been placed in his hands and he is 
awaiting developments. Against the statement 
of young McKeever there will doubtless be a 
formidable pile of aflidavits. The fight is ex- 
pected to hinge upon the meeting held just prior 
to the ceremony in the house No. 33 West Six- 
teenth-street. Young MeKeever alleges that he 
was entrapped there by a note from Miss Lover- 
idge, and that Dr, Joseph H. Howe, the family 
physician, threatened tu shoot him or send him to 
State prison if he did not consent to a marriage 
without unnecessary delay. At this interview 
were at least four persons, while the ceremony 
was witnessed by the same number, not includ- 
ing the minister and contracting parties. It is 
their unanimous testimony that there was na co- 
ercion, duress, or fraud.

I THREE LIFE SAVERS LOST 


TRICKED BY A FALSE SIGNAL 
OF DISTRESS. 

THEIR LIFEBOAT CAPSIZED—HENRY DAN* 
FORTH’S MAGNIFICENT STRUGGLE TO 
SAVE HIS COMRADES, 

MANISTEE, Mich., Nov. 30.--The follows 
ing is a description of the circumstances attend- 
ant upon the loss of three of the life-saving crew 
on:Lake Michigan yesterday. Sunday night, 
when the wind began to blow a gale from the 
northwest, the schooner A. J. Dewey, of Manis 
tee, was lying at Pierport waiting to load lum- 
ber for Chicago. ‘The tug A. P. Wright was with 
her, and when the big seas were driven inshore 
both were compelled to leave. The tug got a 
line from the schvoner and started to tow her to 
Manistee for shelter, but the gale kept increas- 
ing in violence and the vessel labored so heavily 
that she gave a sudden lurch, and the strain on 
the hawser caused it to part. One end was swept 
into the wheel of the tug, rendering it helpless, 
and the schooner was lost sight of in the blind- 
ing snowstorm. At about 3 o’clock, after toss- 
ing about in the furious seas for twe hours, the 
tug struck and rolled over onherside. Then 


came the battle for life. The crew consisted of 
five men—Capt. Sam Johnson, Engineer Thomas 
Vaughan, Lineman Henry Danforth, Fireman 
August Hegerson, and Steward Harry Darrell. 
The men clung to the wreck as best they could, 
urging each other to be brave and not give up in 
despair, and at one time, when young Darrell 
was about to relax his hold, the engineer put his 
arm around him and held himup. Freezing seas 
were sweeping over them and their clothing be- 
came rigid withice. After clinging to the wreck 
for three hours daylight came, but with it there 
Were no signs of relief. The men by this time 
were frozen, and, knowing that they could not 
hold on much longer, Danforth volunteered to 
make au effort to reach the shore. His com- 
ore begged him not to further imperil his 
ife, but the brave fellow silenced their en- 
treaties, and after divesting himself of his heavy 
clothing struck out for the shore. He was % 
owerful swimmer, but his muscular arms and 
ron will were hardly a fair match with the 
foaming breakers that thundered along the 
beach. But he fought the battle manfully and 
was buoyed up by the feeble cheers of his ship- 
wrecked companions, who eagerly watched the 
struggling form of the hero as he rose and fell 
with the waves until he gained the shore, Stop- 
ping but for a moment to salute those who were 
still on the wreck Danforth made his way toa 
farmbouse and, after uttering a few words, fell 
fainting to the floor. He was picked up and 
kindly cared for, and last night was out of dan- 


er. 

The farmer made out that a vessel was in dis- 
tress and at once set off for Manistee. He 
reached here with his horse reeking with foam, 
and in a few minutes the life-saving crew were 
hurrying to the rescue with their beach appara- 
tus. On reaching a point abreast of the wreck 
the howitzer was trained into line and a well di- 
rected shot sent the life line over the tug. It was 
within easy reach of the men, and they hauled 
the hawser aboard and made it fast. The 
breeches buoy was then sent out, and the first to 
come ashore was young Darrell, whois only a 
boy. The hawser had not been made taut and 
the slack permitted the buoy to sag through the 
surf. Darrell was insensible when he was 
pulled ashore, but is now recovering. The others 
were safely taken from the wreck, one at a time, 
Capt Johnson being the last. It was almost noon 
when the work of saving human life was over. 

In the meantimé another thrilling scene was 
being enacted 16 miles south of here. At about 
8 o’clock the Dewey, having been driven before 
the gale, arrived off Big Point au Sable with a 
flag of distress flying in her mizzen rigging. The 
patrol of the life-saving station there sighted 
the signal, andin a few minutes the entire crew 
were pulling through the boiling seas. They 
had covered about one-half of the distance be- 
tween the shore and the vessel when the flag 
was suddenly hauled to the truck of the fore- 
mast. The Dewey then ateered away on her 
course, and the life-saving crew, realizing that 
they had been tricked by a vessel that simply 
wanted a tug, started to return to their station. 
They had pulled but a short distance when their 
lifeboat struck a bar and capsized. The entirecrew 
was thrown into the sea, and the boat did not 
right again, Orrin Hatch and John Smith, surf- 
men, were drowned. It is thought that they 
must have been struck by the edge of the boat, 
as bothinstantly sank from sight. Capt. Flynn, 
who was in command, climbed upon the bottom 
of the boat with the aid of Surfman Ludwig.

WE SUPPOSED COAL POOL. 

CuicaGo, Nov, 30,—Regarding the sup. 
posed coal combination, the details of which 
were telegraphed from New-York to-day, Robert 
Law, an extensive local coal operator, said: “I 
don’t believe it is the intention of the coal 
operators to get up such a pool now, or we 
would have heard more about it at the meeting 
they held last week.

The men would like if 
such a pool could be formed, for the strong com- 
petition has put the price almost below a living 
profit. They would like a pool forthe sake of 
protection, not for extortion. But there are so 
many operators to come into the pool, there are 
so many interests at stake,and selfishness so 
enters into any such combination that when the 
matter is agitated the men cannot agree upon 
the terms and plans. Several of the railroads 
in Ohio have formed a pool on the transporta- 
tion of coal and would take any advantage the 
rates will permit, but thus far there has been lit- 
tle change in the matter. This pool has been 
formed inside the past two months, and though 
we look for a changein their rates, they have 
made but little thus far. I hardly think the coal 
operators can unite on a pool.”

In comparison with the firstnine months of 1885 
the gross earnings show an increase of $881,056, or 
4.3 per cent.; the passenger earnings show an in- 
crease of $281,308, or 6.6 per cent.; the freight earn- 
ings show an increase of $657,777, or 5.22 per cent. 
The mail earnings show a decrease of $8,740, or 1.4 

er cent; the express earnings show a decrease of 
Es.663. or 1.9 per cent., and the miscellaneons earn- 
ings a decrease of $40,626, or 12.16 per cent. The 
operating expenses show an increase of $1,189,020, 
or 10 per cent. Of this increase $708,916 is the main- 
tenance of way expenses, and $153,890 is in the 
maintenance of car expenses. The increase in the 
average number of miles of road under operation for 
the period in question is less than 1 percent. On 
the average road mileage the gross earniigs per mile 
rose from $4,076 in 1886 to $4,230 in 1886, an in- 
crease of $155 or 3.8 per cent. The Pacific coast 
earnings, which in 1885 represented 8.8 per cent. of 
the total earnings of the system, fell off in 1886 to a 
point where they represent but 7.4 per cent. of its 
earnings. The ory a of the system trom traffic 
jnterchanged with its branch line system have been 
kept for 12 months and were in gross $5,220,938, or 
about 30 per cent. of the total earnings of the parent 
company. As this traffic is done at less average 
cost than its other business, the net earnings from it 
are estimated at over $8,000,000, or 50 per cent. of 
the total net earnings. This is in addition to the net 
earnings of the branch lines themselves, after pay- 
ing all fixed ener Eee. which were $498,459 for the 
nine months of 1886 and indicates the vital impor- 
tance of the branch line system to the main stem.

Under the head of proposed legislation the report 
says itis admitted upon all sides that existing legis- 
lation is insufficient and has utterly failed in several 
respects, and adds that legislation has been suggest- 
6d andis now before Congress which seems well 
adapted to correct all of the defects in existing laws 
and to restore the Government to its true position— 
that of creditor. Its debtis not yet due and is too 
large for its debtor to pay immediately if it weré 
due. Meanwhile its present security is insufficieyt. 
But the debtor has additional securities which niay 
be pledged and a solvent business capable of paying 
the entire interest and a part of the princi each 
bed if he can only be permitted to conduct and 

anage it in accordance with buéiness principles 
and with the same freedom enjoyed by his rivals. 
At present the debtor is hampered both by the part- 
hership and by the cloud upon its credit caused by 
the attitude of the Governmént. Surely it is to the 
great advantage of both parties that this state of 
affairs should. cease, thata permanent adjustment 
should be made which will give the Government am. 
ple security for its debt an pay the interest in full 
and a part of the principal each year, and give to the 
company freedom of action in the management of 
its business and good credit in financial centres. In 
the discussions of this matter in Congress and in 
the public press there has been but one serious 

uestion raised as to the proposed settlement; that 

8, whether or not the additional security offered by 
the company is sufficient. As the company with- 
holds nothing, but offers all that it has, and as it 
shows the financial ability to pay the entire interest 
and a portion of the principal every six months, it 
would seem that the position of the Government is 
bettered, even at the first, to the utmost 
ability ‘of its debtor te better it, and that 
it will grow. stronger from year to year; 
but apart from this consideration, the Board of Gov- 
ernment Directors believe confidently ' that the addi- 
tional security which the company offers will place 
the Government beyond the peradventure of loss. 
This additional security does not compromise simply 
the stocks and bonds of its branch lines, many of 
which standing alone may possess but little value 
but itis the absolute lien upon the entire system ot 
main line and feeders. It is the value of this system 
asa whole thatis to be considered, and not that of 
tragmentary or dismembered parts. It is a trans- 

ortation machine with a large and growing niarket 
or its pruducts. Should the company default upon 
asingle payment the Government could foreclose 
and take possession of this entire property, subject 
= prior liens outstanding in the hands ofthe 
public. 

Since the date of the last report, Jan. 80, 1886. the 
condition of the road has changed for the better. The 

pepe, as a whole is of great and increasing value. 
t should also be borne in mind that in a few years 
the falling due of 6, 7, and 8 per cent. bonds in very 
large amounts will afford opportunities to effect very 
important savings of interest by the issue of new 
bonds at much lower rates. Should the Government 
in any event have to assume woe ats, does the system 
it could easily take up all outstanding bonds with a 3 
er cent. Government bond, which would reduce the 
xed charges more than one-half. It seems there. 
ree beyond all reasonable question that the secur- 
ty which the Government will have for its debt is 
abundantly sufficient. The Government Directors 
therefore confidently and earnestly recommend the 
parly passage of the bill ‘now before Congress unan- 
tmously reported by the House Committee on Pa- 
cific Railroads, which provides for the final adjust- 
ment of the debt of the Union Pacific Railway Com- 
any. The Government Directors express confi- 
ence in the present managers of the road. 
In conclusion the report says: “ The interests 
of the road and of the Government respecting 
the future policy are identical. In other words 
what is good for one is good for the other, and what 
is bad for the one is bad for the other. The property 
cannot stand still and hold its value, and if its value 
declines the value of the investment of the Govern. 
ment will decline. But it cannot progress as it 
should until its relations with the Government are 
a upon a wise fixed basis. We are hopeful that all 
he indications point to the abandonment of the old 
attitude of mutual antagonism and toa general be- 
lief that interests which have so long appeared con- 
flicting are in reality harmonious.

The 
Appropriation bill for the next year em- 
bodies most of the suggestions of last year 
and some others, including an advance in 
salary inanumber of cases, and the crea- 
tion of a mission to the Argentine Repub- 
lic .where we now have only a Consul- 
General; new Consulates at the Trans- 
vaal Republic and the Orange Free 
State, and two regular Inspectors of 
Consulates at asalary of $4,000 a year each 
and traveling expenses. The Secretary also 
strongly advocates the reorganization bill 
of Mr. BELMONT, and particularly the feat- 
ure abolishing the payment of a consider- 
able number of Consuls by fees and making 
them salaried officers. This will be sharply 
opposed by the gentlemen who make a 
pleasant thing from the present arrange- 
ment, and they will have the advantage of 
the fact that the session will be short and 
that there will be very little time for any- 
thing but the Appropriation bills. 

The resolution of the Board of Aldermen, 
passed yesterday over the Mayor's veto, pro- 
viding for the sale of the franchise for 
the railroad through Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-ninth streets, is in effect, if not in 
intent, a violation of the law, which re- 
quires an open sale for the purpose 
of securing competition fer the 
fit of the city. The route as laid 
out runs for a_ considerable dis- 
tance over the tracks of the Belt Line, 
which it can only do for more than 1,000 
feet with the consent of thé company own- 
ing that line. This will practically restrict 
the bidding to the parties having that con- 
sent, which would defeat the main purpose 
‘of the law. The action of the Board of 
Aldermen is in the interest of a particular 
company, and not that of the city. The 
‘old spirit seems still to prevail in the Alder- 
‘manic Chamber.

A noteworthy passage in the annual re- 
port of the Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion refers to the introduction of the electric

_of disagreeable odors, and the more perfect 

illumination, adds much te the health and 
comfort of the officers and men, tends to 
make them contented and happy during 
their long absences from home and friends, 
promotes discipline, and prevents crime.” 
This earnest language is probably not over- 
strained. MACAULAY and THACKERAY have 
labored to make the present generation ap- 
preciate the enormous difference in the 
social life of cities produced by the intro- 
duction of gaslight, especially in the 
thoroughfares. Not long ago the Quarter- 
master of the Army drew a contrast be- 
tween these enlightened days of the kero- 
sene lamp at frontier garrisons and the 
dark ages of the tallow dip. On shipboard 
the change effected by the introduction of 
the electric light must be even more strik- 
ing. 


The convention at Cortland to organize 
the Anti-Saloon Republicans of this State is 
a@ very unpromising affair. The attendance 
at yesterday’s session was very slim, and 
included no prominent Republican of the 
State. The only prominent person from 
any State present was Senator Barr, of 
New-Hampshire, who differs from a Prohi- 
bitionist only in sticking to the Republic- 
an Party. The principles of the ‘“‘ league” 
are in fact not easily distinguished from 
those of the Prohibition Party. If the plan 
of organization and resolutions proposed 
yesterday should be adopted the movement, 
so far as this State is concerned, would 
cease to be an anti-saloon movement in the 
sense of the term heretofore adopted, and 
become a prohibition lever to be used with- 
in the Republican Party, where it will move 
nothing. The troubleis that it is in the 
wrong hands and movingin the wrong way. 

Although the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company is not vexed 
by competition, and therefore is not affected 
by low rates on competing lines, the Direct- 
ors’ reduction of passenger rates from 219 
cents to 2 cents on its trunk road and from 
3 cents to 2145 cents on its leased roads 
can scarcely be regarded as the fruit 
of philanthropic impulses. Railroads are 
not philanthropic institutions. The com- 
pany earned almost exactly 17 per cent. 
upon its capital in the year ending Sept. 30. 
The dividend was 10 per cent., the accumu- 
lated surplus is $3,500,000, and the stock 
sells at 225. The company is therefore 
abundantly able to reduce its rates, and 
probably its officers saw that with the 
evidence of its great prosperity at 
hand the people of Connecticut would 
repeat at the coming session of the 
Legislature the old demand for a 
two-cent rate and be successful. More- 
over, the prominence which has re- 
cently been given to schemes involving the 
establishment of a new through line from 
New-York to Boston may have convinced 
the company that some effort to retain the 
friendship of Connecticut legislators should 
be made. Itis not probable that the road 
willlose anything either in power or in 
money by lowering the rates. A two-cent 
rate for buyers of thousand-mile tickets has 
been allowed for some time. 

The press is censured for giving currency 
to private scandals. It should be observed, 
however, that private scandals seldom get 
into print except by the action of some per- 
son who has, or should have, a special inter- 
est in concealing them. <A deplorable occur- 
rence in a suburb of New-York which forces 
a young couple to begin life under a very 
heavy cloud would not have become public 
at all but for the very injudicious action of 
the parent of one of them. This indiscreet 
parent in effect served notice upon the pub- 
lic, through the newspapers, that there was 
a scandal in his family, and thus made him- 
self directly responsible for the publicity 
that a matter properly of the utmost pri- 
vacy has obtained. If people will wash 
their dirty linen in the public streets it is 
demanding more self-control than can safe- 
ly be exacted of human nature for them 
to expect that people will pull down their 
blinds so as not to see what is going on. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY BENTON. 

When President CLEVELAND reinstated 
District Attorney M. E. BeEnton, of 
Missouri, he had been led to believe 
by the “frank tone” of Mr. BEN- 
Ton’s letter of Nov. 10 that suspen- 
sion from office was too severe a punish- 
ment for the offense of which he had been 
guilty. The long printed list of engage- 
ments to make political speeches, sometimes 
twice a day, in different parts of the State 
of Missouri, had not been filled by 
Mr. BENTON, and he assured the President 
that he had not neglected his official duties 
to fill the dozen or more engagements which 
he had kept. In his letter rescinding the 
order of suspension the President said: ‘I 
did not intend to condemn the making of a 
political speech by a Federal official to his 
neighbors and friends, nor at any time and 
place where it was merely incidental, if the 
speech itself was decent and fair.” 

It now appears that District Attorney 
BENTON failed to tell the President the 
whole truth, and the omissions of his letter 
are most grave and vital. For instance, he 
failed to state that his speech at Gallatin, 
Daviess County, Mo., on Oct. 11, contained 
the following passage: 


“T don’t agree with President CLEVELAND in 
everything. Idon’t believein his civil service 
humbuggery. Ido believe in genuine civil serv- 
ice reform, but Idon’t want men under me to 
work every conceivable dodge to defeat me and 
my party at the next election. But he believes 
it, and he is a man of iron nerye.” 


District Attorney BENTON likewise made 
no mention of these further utterances at 
the Gallatin meeting: 


“T don’t agree with Mr. CLEVELAND on the 
silver question. He was raised east of the Alle- 
ghany Mountains, and he gets hisideas from that 
region. He never has been west of Buffalo. 
~ « * He gets his ideas on finance from the gold 
bugs of Wall-street, who once demonetized sil- 
ver and had it, the dollar, stricken from the Coin- 
age act, clandestinely and without the cotsent 
of the people. He learns his financial theories 
from Wall-street, the leeches which suck the 
honest blood of the yeomanry of the West like 
vampires. Tnat’s where Mr. CLEVELAND gets 
his ideas of finance. When he wrote his gratni- 
tous letter on the subject of silver coinage even 
before he was inaugurated as President he illus- 
trated where he got his ideas, and he struck a 
blow at the West in the interests of the 
bondholders and money sharks, and I felt like 
sinking down in my boots. but when REAGAN. 


of Texas, and .others stood -upin their ‘dignified 
manhood and wrote to him that he was the Ex- 
ecutive and not the law-making power, and I 
saw these Democrats battling for their rights 
and the rights of the people against his assump- 
tion, I rejoiced again that I was a Democrat.” 


Our authority for these extracts from Dis- 
trict Attorney BENTON’s speech at Gallatin 
is a letter from Mr. WILLIAM T. SUELIVAN, 
editor of the North Missourian, a weekly 
newspaper published at Gallatin, to Col. 
WitiiaM A. STONE, who was lately sus- 
pended from the office of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for Western Pennsylvania. 
The entire letter is published on our first 
page this morning. 

If upon investigation it shall prove that 
these utterances have been truthfully and 
accurately reported from Mr. BENTON’S 
speech, the President, it seems to us, can 
have no choice but to dismiss Mr. BENTON 
immediately and ignominiously from the 
Federal service. In his letter refusing to 
reinstate Col. SronE the President said: 


“T certainly suppose that his [Mr. STONE’s] 
sense of propriety would cause him to refrain 
from pursuing such a partisan course as would 
wantonly offend and irritate the friends 
of the Administration. * * * Mr. STONE, 
when he was permitted to remain in 
office, became a part of the business 
organization of the present Administration, 
bound by every obligation of honor to assist 
within his sphere in its successful operation. 
This obligation involved not only the proper 
performance of official duty, but a certain good 
faith and fidelity which, while not exacting the 
least sacrifice of political principle, forbade 
active participation in purely partisan demon- 
strations * * * conducted on the avowed 
theory that the Administration of the Govern- 
ment was not entitled to the confidence and re- 
spect of the people.” 


Whatever may have been the extent of 
Col. Stonr’s “pernicious activity,” and 
however zealously he may have labored to 
convince the Republicans of Pennsylvania 
that the present Administration “is not 
entitled to the confidence and respect 
of the people,” his course can have 
been in nowise more flagrantly vicious 
and disloyal than that of District At- 
torney BENTON. We have considered the 
President’s reinstatement of Mr. BENTON 
as the result of a determination not to do 
him an injustice, and on the state of facts 
made known by Mr. BENTON the act was 
justifiable. But the retention in office of 
this District Attorney, after the President’s 
refusal to reinstate Col. STONE for reasons 
which apply with double force to Mr. BEn- 
TON, now that the whole truth about his 
conduct is known, would be impossible 
under any theory of consistency, of logic, or 
of politics. 


THE CITY’S INTERESTS AT ALBANY. 

The people of this city have good reason 
to dread the coming of a session of the 
Legislature. A large share of attention is 
sure to be devoted to its affairs, but the 
prospect of its deriving any benefit from 
that attention is very slender, while the 
chance of its suffering some new injury for 
the advantage of greedy politicians is very 
great. Already there are said tobe schemes 
hatching for important changes affecting 
the City Government. There are reports 
that bills have been prepared for making 
the offices of Commissioner of Public 
Works, Corporation Counsel, and City 
Chamberlain elective, and creating the 
office of President of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, also to be elective. 

Of course such changes as these would be 
in the wrong direction, and the only ground 
on which they can be proposed is that they 
will increase the chances of politicians to 
get control in the local departments and di- 
vide the spoils. They will be proposed by 
politicians who are concerned in that ob- 
ject and will be pushed by combinations 
with other politicians for the furtherance 
of theirschemes. The one thing most need- 
ed in the administration of a city like 
this is concentration of responsibility. 
The heads of departments, so far as 
they are purely administrative, ought to 
be single, and the Mayor should have un- 
restricted power of appointment and re- 
moval. Then the man elected to the office 
of Mayor would feel the responsibility 
placed upon him, the people would elect 
him with a view to the exercise of that re- 
sponsibility, and they could hold him to a 
strict account. To elect heads of depart- 
ments would be to make them independent 
and to promote discord and confusion. 

But the great underlying evil of the situ- 
ation is the power which the Legislature has 
to meddle and muddle constantly with the 
interests of this city, with which the major- 
ity of the members have no acquaintance. 
So long as that power exists it will be used 
and the city will have to suffer the conse- 
quences and pay the cost. Unless there is 
some unusual spasm of public sentiment de- 
manding reform measures, and some unusu- 
ally strong champion of the city’s interests 
at Albany to give voice to the demand and 
urge the measures, everything that is done 
will be directed by the politicians to serve 
their ownends. They carry their schemes 
to Albany and make their combinations 
and bargains for working them through. 
The great majority of the country members 
have no intelligent knowledge of the city’s 
real needs, they take little interest in its 
affairs, and they have no sense of re- 
sponsibility in dealing with its interests. 
Many of them unfortunately are quite will- 
ing to promote their own objects, with the 
help of corrupt schemers from New-York, 
at the city’s expense, 

If nothing can be obtained at the coming 
session for the relief and benefit of the city 
a strenuous effort should at least be made to 
prevent any further legislation for its in- 
jury. If the schemes of self-seeking politi- 
cians can be defeated there will be some 
hope of securing relief at the hands of the 
Constitutional Convention to be held next 
year. The self-government of cities will be 
one of the most important subjects with 
which it will have to deal. One thing should 
be insisted upon, and that is the com- 
plete uprooting of the Legislature’s power 
to interfere with municipal administration 
by special acts. That is the source of ex- 
travagance and confusion without end. 
Nearly two-thirds of the expense of the 
local administration of this city has been 
put entirely out of the control of the people 


or of their officers by the interference of - 


the State Legislature. It has not only 
created offices and prescribed their ex- 
penses, but it has directed public works to 
be undertaken, and made additions to tax- 


ation’ with little reference to the rights and | "bla. The city will be put to no expense, | 


interests of the city. 

There should be imbedded in the Con- 
stitution a sufficiently clear outline of gov- 
ernment for cities, graded according to pop- 
ulation, and -all legislation aff g them 
should be general. Special acts Telating to 
matters purely local should be distinctly 
prohibited and a stop should be put to the 
familiar fraud of giving special acts the 
appearance of general acts by their titles. 
Until the people of this city have an oppor- 
tunity to go to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion with their demand for the right of self- 
government the Legislature should be 
induced to keep its hands off. We can 
get along with a little wholesome neglect 
this coming Winter, as there seems to be no 
probability of getting anything from the 
Legislature that we want. 


TWO SOUTHERN OUTRAGES. 

The political progress of the country is 
illustrated by the apathy with which news 
is now received which even ten years ago 
would have been regarded as of grave polit- 
ical significance. 

In Missouri there has been what looks 
almost like a revival of the Kuklux of 
Kentucky. A band of mounted men known 
as the White Horse Company go about at 
night doing various kinds of malicious mis- 
chief and terrifying honest people, white 
and black, particularly black. They lately 
visited the house of a negro, took him out 
and gave him “a severe whipping,” quite 
in the Kuklux manner. They have left 
“warnings” at other houses and have made 
themselves a nuisance to the inhabitants of 
a considerable territory. 

This is a story of the kind which ten years 
ago would have been told in much detail 
and at great length for political effect, and 
would have produced that effect. Votes 
would actually have been influenced by the 
recital. Now there is scarcely anybody, al- 
ways excepting that eminent Bourbon, Sen- 
ator Hoar, who believes that there are any 
political uses in stories of this kind. What 
they really signify is shown by an- 
other narrative of much the same pur- 
port, except that the victims were not 
black Africans but yellow Asiatics. This 
one comes from Texas and sets forth how a 
gang of fifty masked men took possession 
of a station on the Texas and Pacific Road 
inhabited by Chinamen. The Chinamen 
were hanged by their cues in order to make 
them give up their money, and after they 
had delivered what they thought would 
secure their release one of them was 
tortured by being held on a hot stove until 
the rest revealed the hiding place of the 
money which remained. 

Inasmuch as the Chinamen have no votes, 
not even Senator Hoar could pretend that 
this outrage was political. But really it is 
not more evident in one case than in the 
other that the cause of the outrage had 
nothing to do with politics, and that no 
political remedy could be applied with any 
chance of success. There are brutes and 
blackguards in every community. In thin- 
ly settled communities they are very apt to 
be so well organized as to overawe and 
overpower citizens of the better sort, even 
though these latter be numerically in the 
majority. It seems sometimes as if the 
Southwest had more thanits share of black- 
guards, but this appearance probably means 
merely that the organization of society is 
looser there than in more populous regions. 
Stories of the same kind, and quite as atro- 
cious, reach us often from the extreme West. 
Texas and Missouri have been settled much 
longer that the States and Territories of the 
far West, but in many respects they are 
in a condition even more primitive. A 
number of idle young barbarians can do 
quite as much mischief in these States as in 
Wyoming and Montana. The wildness and 
lawlessness will in both cases disappear 
with the disappearance of the idle young 
men, and in the South the custom of work- 
ing for a living has now become so well es- 
tablished that it is to be expected the play- 
ful young men who terrify negroes and rob 
Chinamen will shortly be too busy to in- 
dulge in those entertainments. 

At any rate it is plain that the trouble 
is social, and not political, and that polit- 
ical action offers no remedy for it what- 
ever. What the communities need in which 
these outrages are committed is not troops 
and Federal Judges but a higher state of 
civilization. Missionaries and schools and 
books and newspapers are the agencies 
which can be trusted to bring about in 
time a state of things in which negroes 
will be safe from being “severely 
whipped” and Chinamen from being tor- 
tured and robbed for no cause except that 
the high-spirited youths of the neighbor- 
hood crave excitement, and are unable to 
appreciate any but the lowest kinds, and 
money, and refuse to gain the same by hon- 
est industry. Only to the mind of Senator 
Hoak is it still credible that anything is to 
be gained in these cases by the appoint- 
ment of a select committee, with power to 
send for persons and papers. 


JERSEY CITY’S GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company in Jersey City are at grade with 
the city streets from the station at the 
water’s edge to Brunswick-street, a distance 
of about half a mile.. Hundreds of persons 
have been killed by the trains at the street 
crossings. The vital statistics of Hudson 
County show that at least 454 lives have 
been sacrificed by railroad accidents in that 
county since 1877 and up to Jan. 1, 1886. 
Thus far this year 60 fatal accidents have 
been added to the list. Nearly all of these 
lives were lost on the grade crossings. At 
one of these crossings there are 35 tracks, 
and at another there are 19. 

The Pennsylvania Company now proposes 
to raise its tracks throughout the whole dis- 
tance, so that every street, one excepted, 
may pass under the rails. The plans have 
been prepared. Part of the new structure 
isto be solid masonry and the remainder 
will resemble the elevated road on Sixth- 
avenue in thiscity. The cost will be about 
$900,000. “If you, Gentlemen,” said Presi- 
dent RoBEeRTS to the Jersey City Board of 
Aldermen, “think that this scheme will 
benefit Jersey City, we will make the im- 
provement. Our object is to get the 
trains past these dangerous crossings 
with as little loss to life and limb as possi- 


except where itis necessary for the grade 
of the street to be lowered.” The plan pro- 
vides forclosing one street, a street very 
near the station, which is practically closed 
now by the traffic on 35 tracks. The eleva- 
tion of these tracks at that point would 
necessitate the elevation of the station and 
the entire property at the water front. The 
company’s plan appears to be opposed only 
by those who say that the tracks should be 
raised over this street as well as over those 
beyond it. : 

We cannot believe that the people of Jer- 
sey City will allow opposition based upon 
this flimsy foundation to prevent the com- 
pletion of so great and desirable an im- 
provement. The company’s offeris an un- 
expected concession from a corporation that 
exercises great power in the government of 
the city and the State. Ifit had not been 
made could the people of Jersey City have 
compelled the company to raise its tracks ? 
The history of legislation and politics in 
New-Jersey furnishes an answer to this 
question. But now that the offer has been 
made it should be accepted, and the com- 
pany should be credited with one proposi- 
tion which deserves hearty commendation. 

The Pennsylvania Company is not the 
only railroad corporation that has been 
killing people at grade crossings in Jersey 
City and in other parts of the State. For 
years the blood of citizens slain on the 
highways of New-Jersey by railroad com- 
panies has cried to lawmakers for the en- 
actment of statutes that would furnish pro- 
tection. The people of Jersey City should 
see that the completion of the proposed 
improvement would doubtless exert upon 
other corporations at least all the force 
of an excellent example. ‘‘No street, 
in my opinion,” said President Roserts 
to the Aldermen, “‘ ought to cross a railroad 
at grade.” That is good doctrine, and it 
may be said with even more force that no 
railroad onght to cross a street at grade. 
The elevation of the Pennsylvania tracks in 
Jersey City will be the first step, and a long 
one, in the right direction. It may be fol- 
lowed by similar improvements on other 
Ifnes, not only in Hudson County, but in 
the other counties of the State. The good 
impulses and intentions of the company 
should not be thwarted by foolish opposi- 
tion. They should be encouraged. 


THE “ PLUNGER” RUINED. 


A SHARP ADVANCE IN WHEAT SENDS 
HIM TO THE WALL. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 30.—Fred A. Hill, the 
* plunger” of the Board of Trade, was complete- 
ly snowed under. by the sharp advance in wheat 
yesterday. Announcement was made at the open- 
ing of the board that his wheat would have 
to be bought inforhim. As nobody knew how 
much he was short the announcement created 
considerable excitement. Later in the day 
attachments and garnishees were sued 
out against him, and the fact that 


little or no property could be found in- 
creased the nterest in the _ situation. 
They were in: favor of Edward M. 
Field for 35, N. 8. Jones, $5,500; Robert 
Lindholm, 1,281; Fraley Carter Commission 
Company, $318; Abram Pool, $1,000; Charles 
B. Eggleston, $1,000; G. F. Baldwin, $1,000: 
James A. Edwards, $1,156; Charles Schwartz, 
$1,100; Joshua B. Reeme, $157. Hil said 
this morning that he had trades 
open to the amount of about 700,000 
bushels. Most of that amount was on the 
wrong side of the market, but just how much 
he did not know. He could not tell how 
much money he was out, as it depended on 
the state of the market at the time the deals 
were closed. He would have come out in better 
anepe had he had time to even up what favorable 
deals he had Monday night and Tuesday morn- 


ing. 

fi was the general opinion on ’Change that 
Hill was short from $700,000 to $1,000,000. 
While this daring and reckless ‘“ plunging” 
has been regarded with distrust by a great 
many, it seems that at least half 
of the traders found themselves caught 
for large or small amounts when the crash came. 
One trader said that out of 23 men on the 
Curb Monday afterneon all but three were inter- 
ested, and that the smallest amount was $800. 
Pool, Sherman &'Co. were stuck for 40,000 
bushels. Hill has been a prominent feature of 
the pit for the last three or four months. 
Day after day he has sold right and left 
and sold all that he could get taken off his hands. 
As long as traders would buy the size of the 
lots made no difference whatever to him, 
a million bushels apparently causing him 
no more inconvenience than 50,000. Con- 
servative members refused to trade with 
him to any large amouut, and now that he 
is down it would appear that everybody hat 
been aware that he was trading on an ox- 
tremely small capital when the magni- 
tude of his operations was considered. 
He began about two years ago, and for 
along time staid among “the thousand bushel 
lot.” He made some money, and gradually in- 
creased the scope of his operations until 
he came to be noted for his wild 
and reckless trading. He made considerable 
money during the decline this Fall,and his capital 
$0.0 Deeg bene yin from $15, te 

8 a n evening penny paper recently 
“wrote him up” and stated that he ‘iad a bank 
deposit of $200,000. It has been noticeable 
that since the publication of the article he 
has traded heavier than ever. It was his custom 
to protect his floor trades by heavy investments 
in “puts” and “ calls,” and their recent aboli- 
tion greatly increased his risk and had much to 
do with his trouble. 

Hill entered the office of Armour & Co. when a 
hn He was bright and was steadily promoted, 
being finally sent ont upon the road for the 
house. He was steady and economical, and 
saved up enough to enter the board two years 
ago. Careful at first, he seemed later on to have 
become practically a monomaniac on the subject 
of speculation for which he had always a turn. 
Business acquaintances when told that there 
was great difficulty, in discovering any assets 
smiled and remarked that Hill was smart enough 
to keep what he had. 

The announcement was made on the board 
this morning that H.S. Poole & Co. had sus- 
pended payment. Inquiry showed that 
the failure was not particularly serious, 
and that not more than $3,000 was 
involved. The firm gives slow remittances from 
country customers and excessive calls for mar- 
gins as the cause of collapse. It expects to be 
able to resume business within a mouth. 

What is known as the Dickinson case, which 
has been hanging for some weeksin the Direct- 
ory of the ‘Board of Trade, was ended to-day by 
the soe of W. P. Dickinson for eight 
weeks. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 30.—Several minor 
failuresin the State are reported. James A. 
Smith, boots and shoes, at Cadillac, has 
assigned, with $10,000 to $12,000 liabili- 
ties and assets, in stock and accounts, estimated 
at $6,000. Cyrus Wilcox, boots and shoes, 
at Quincy has assigned, with liabilities of $8,000 
and assets of $6,000.

RUINED BY SPECULATION. 
A BANK CLERK EMBEZZLES $25,000 anD 
RUNS AWAY. .° : 
PortiLanD, Me., Nov. 30.—Another defal- 
cation is reported this. afternoon, this time in 
the Canal Bank, of which William W. Thomas 
is President. The following item of a 
Tather startling nature was left with THE 
TIMES’s correspondent by the Vice-President of 
the Canal National Bank: “Weare informed by 
the Directors of the Canal National Bank that 
Mr. Howard T. Blackstone, the discount clerk, 
and an official who commanded the entire con- 


fidence of the Directors, has proved to have 

embezzled the funds of the bank, and has ab- 

sconded. The amount of loss, as near as can be 

ascertained, is $25,000. Mr. Blackstone has 

confessed that he — to speculate a few 

years ago in Maine mining stocks and lost money 
these operations.” 

Howard T. Blackstone has been connected 
with the Canal Bauk for the ons 12 0r13 years. 
For the past six years he has been discount clerk. 
On his bond are, among others, the names of 
his father, Albion Blackstone, and William 
G. Twombley. The bond is for $3,000. 
Reporters called on all the Directors, 
but they refused to talk much. Mr. 
Baily said the Durectors had always had 
entire confidence in Mr. Blackstone’s honesty. 
Mr. Baily’s impression was that Blackstone was 
not $1,300 a year for his services by the 

ank, and that he added to this sum by 
his office of notary public. Mr. Blackstone said 
his son, who, with his wife and three children, 
livedin the same house with his father, left home 
last V’ednesday. His purpose, as stated, was to 
accompany his cousin, Tracy Blackstone, of 
New-York, who had been visiting the fam- 
ily at Woodfords, as far as Boston on 
his return home. The following Friday 
@ note was received from Howard stat- 
ing that he had concluded to go on with 
his cousin to New-York. After that nothing was 
heard from Howard until last Monday, when 
his sister Abbie got a letter from 
Tracy Blackstone dated from New-York. In this 
was a letter from Howard to his wife, which re- 
quested her tosee that a certain package, which 
before he went away he had made up, was at 
once sent to the Canal Bank. 

On Monday afternoon Howard’s father carried 
the package to the bank and gave it to George 
C. Peters, the Paying Teller. In this 
package were a deed of the house 
at Woodford’s, and an assignment of 
Howard’s interest in the Diamond Wrench Com- 
pany and some other property. It is under- 
stood, also, that the package contained a 
confession from Howard that he had 
embezzled $25,000 of the funds of the 
hank. The house at Woodford’s was owned by 
Howard, and cost when built, in 1878, over 
$6,000. Itisalarge, handsome residence, and 
is elegantly furnished throughout. 

Howard was born in July, 1854, and conse- 

uently is now 32 years old. He has been mar- 
ried about eight years. His children are 
aged respectively 6, 4, and 2 years. 
Mr. Blackstone stated that A. Cc. 
Libby, Treasurer of the Diamond Wrench Com- 
pany, had received a letter from Howard since 
the latter’s departure, but of its contents he was 
not informed. He said he did not know how 
large an interest his son had in the Diamond 
Wrench Company, but thought it the controlling 
one.

MEMBERS CALLED UPON TO PAY A SPE- 
CIAL ASSESSMENT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.—The Press to- 
morrow will publish the following important 
secret circularissued by the general officers of 
the Knights of Labor order with photo-litho- 
graphic reproductions of the signatures and 
seal of the order: 


NOBLE ORDER OF TRE KNIGHTS OF LABOR OF 
AMERICA. OFFICIAL CIRCULAR NO. 2. 
OFFICE OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Nov. .19, 1886. 
To all the Subordinate Assemblies of the Order, 
Greeting : 

Previous to the session of the General Assembly 
at Richmond an appeal was issued to the 
order for funds to assist victimized and 
locked-out members in various parts of the 
country. The response to that appeal was 
not such as it should have been, and only abont 
$14,000 was received thereon. This, it is manifest 
to a member, was entirely insufticient to render 
the assistance needed and desired- Many thousand 
members were thrown uponfour hands by lock-outs 
ot the employers, who acted in concert with the 
avowed = of driving their employes out of the 
order, thereby crippling, if not destroying, its power 
and usefulness. 

The order of the Knights of Labor has reached the 
most critical period in its history. It stands asa 
power for g¢ or for evil. But your general offi- 
cers, while they make no special claim to superiority 
in purity of motive, have sworn that the order shail 
be meee ere for right and right only, that the 
laws shall be rigidly enforced, and the members shall 
receive the fullest protection of their rights under 
the laws of our country and our order. 

Without any provocation, except the exercise of the 
inherent right of every freeman to belong toany 
organization he pleases not in conflict with the 
laws of the country, thousands of our members, 
men and women, without warning. have been 
thrown out of employment. They have gone to 
the door of the mill and factory and to the mouth 
of the mine, where but yesterday they were em- 

loyed, only to find staring them in the face this un- 
hristian and un-American mandate: ‘‘ You cannot 
return to work here until you sign a contract to 
leave the Knights of Labor, and that you will never 
become amember of thator any other labor organ- 


ization.” 

Every man who has joined the Knights of Labor 
has pledged himself to do his duty in the cause of 
atkind. No oath binds him to any act contrary to 
the duty he owes to God or his country. 
But something more _ sacred even than 
an oath—his pledge of honor—binds him 
to loyally defend the principies of truth, 
honor, justice, and citizenship. Two alterna- 
tives present themselves—unconditional surrender 
or manly defense. Which shallit be? The locked- 
out members in their enforced idleness 
turn from suffering wives 
children in pathetic appeal to your General 
Executive Board to aid them in maintaining 
their manhood and their fidelity tothe order. The 

eneral assembly instructed your General Executive 
Board to give them all the assistance in his power. 
Wecan render that assistance only in one way, and 
that through the co-operation of the earnest and 
loyal members of our order. Words of sympathy, 
however kind and grateful, will not supply the 
needs of these locked-out members. We must have 
that which is more substantial. We cannot supply 
it ourselves, therefore frankly come to you. 

Having all these circumstances in mind, and deep- 
ly moves Wy - sympathy for these suffering members 
and those dependent upon them, your General Ex- 
ecutive Board has unanimously resoived to levy an 
assessment of 25 cents per member upon all the 
local assemblies of the order, the same to be paid 
under the following regulations: 

All local assemblies that responded to the appeal 
mentioned above will be credited on this assessment 
with the amount donated. All local assemblies who 
can are requested to remit the full amount of 
the assessment not later than Dec. 20, 1886. 
The assessment in this case will be 25 
cents for each member, as shown Db the 
reports to the General Secretary-Treasurer for the 
quarter ending Oct. 1,1886. Locals preferring to 

ay the amount in installments may pay 10 cents 
or cach member, as shown by the reports to Oct. 1, 
1886, to be paid not later than Dec. 20, 1886: 
ten cents not later than Jan. 20, 1887, and 
five cents not later than Feb. 20, 1887, for 
each member, as shown by the reports for the quar- 
ter ending Jan. 1, 1887.

NEW-YORK VOCAL TNION. : 
The New-York Vocal Union, now in the 
tenth season of its existence, gave -the first of 
its concerts this season at Chickering Hall 
last evening. The union now includes @& 
choral force of about 60 members, aud 
it had the assistance, on the occasion 
under notice, of Miss Marie {Van, of Mrs. F. J’ 
Kirpol, and of Mr. William Dennison as 
solo vocalists, and the additional aid of 
the Mendelssohn Quintet Club, of Bos- 
ton, as instrumentalists. The chorus ‘is 
well balanced and well drilled; dynamic 


effects of the finest sort are still a trifle beyond 
its reach, but its general work yesterday was 
highly creditable to all concerned. The 
union was heard to most advantage, 
last night, in the numerous part-songs 
by Reay, Brahms, Roeckl,.Gaul, and other 
composers, which made up a somewhat too liber- 
al programme. The capital composition of the 
evening. at least as to proportions, was Josef 
Rheinberger’s cantata entitled “Clarice of 
Eberstein,” which was interpreted with a piano 
and organ accompaniment. The music of the 
cantata has neither originality nor tonal color 
enough to become impressive through a per- 
formance only commendable for smoothness 
and wholly deficient in spirit and accent; 
its rendering was, in truth, the dullest incident 
of the evening. The part-songs, per contra, 
were all effective—some exceedingly so. The 
instrumental numbers contributed by the Men- 
delssohbn Quintet Club were two move- 
ments from Beethoven’s quimtet_ in OC, 
opus 29, and a movement from.

PIANO RECITALS. 

Mr. H.G. Tucker, a pianist hailing from Bos 
ton, gave a recital of pianoforte music at Chick 
ering Hall yesterday afternoon. Performers pos- 
sessed of technique, moderate feeling, and good 
taste are not so uncommon in New-York as to 
need reinforcements from neighboring cities,

net remaining was $32,037 less than the interest 
charges for the nine months. For fifteen months of 
his Receivership ending Aug. 31 last, the road earned 
$1,530,333, of which 74 per cent. was spent in 
operating and the 26 per cent. net remaining was 
$49,460 in excess of interest charges for the fifteen 
months. This shows that in the last six of the fifteen 
months the road not only earned the surplus of in- 
terest charges mentioned, but also made up the 
deficiency of $32,037 in the interest charges for the 
first nine months of the Receivership.

BUT THEY ALL MAY BE OHAL- 
LENGED OUT OF IT. 

SOME OF THE AMAZING CONFESSIONS 
THESE MEN MADE TO SHOW THEIR 
COMPETENCY TO TRY M’QUADE. 

Ten men sat in the jury box in the Court 
of General Sessions when Recorder Smyth ad- 
journed court yesterday afternoon, Seventy-one 
men had been examined to secure these 10, and 
these 71 were all that answered the summons 
from the two special panels of 50 each that have 
been drawn. A third panel of 50 was drawn 
yesterday to furnish additional material from 
which to select men to try ex-Alderman Arthur 

J. McQuade. When two more gentlemen are 

temporarily seated in the Jury box the knocking- 


out process will begin by the peremptory chal- 
lenge system. 


McQuade stands his imprisonment well, and 
retains both his good health and good spirits. 
His brother, Bernard, is with him constantly. 
Mrs. McQuade has not been in court yet, nor 
have her children. They will defer their visits 
to the husband and father until after the jury 
has been finally selected and dramatic effects 
become worth something. 

Nathan Kreiger, the owner, with his father, of 
meat markets on Seventy-first-street, First- 
street, First-avenue, and Avenue A, and who 
lives at No. 69 First-street, was the first one to 
take a seat within the box with Barber Bambach 


and Real Estate Agent Mitchell, the jurors se- 
lected on Monday. He was chosen after eight 
men had been called and rejected because 
of their opinions. Mr. Kreiger was one of the 
few men examined who had no opinion as to the 
charge against the accused. He hasn’t time to 
read the newspapers, and had read only the 
headings of the reports published on the Broad- 
way Surface Road affair from the beginning. He 
is a man of about 28, with dark hair and mus- 
tache, a full round face, rosy cheeks, and the ap- 
pearance of a well kept, well fed butcher. He 
will probably be delighted when he is finally 
challenged, as he probably will be. At all events, 
he was angry when Recorder Smyth accepted 
him, and didn’t hesitate to show his displeasure 
as he started for his seat, the third in the front 
row. 

Charles Fischer, a butcher, at No. 87 Tenth- 
avenue, didn’t get the fourth seat, though he 
evidently wanted it. Archibald Erskine, a car- 

enter, of Scotch birth and a strong accent, took 

is seat as the fourth juryman. He lives at No. 
148 West Nineteenth-street, and has a shop at 
No. 461 on the same street. He has been in this 
country for about 25 years, ig about 48 years 
old, has frequently served as a juror in civic 
cases, and has no objection to the testimony of 
informers. He is a short, chubby man, with 
sandy hair and chin whiskers, a prominent fore- 
head, under which his eyes are deeply sunken, 
a lips which pout continually and consider- 
ably. 

Malcolm Campbell, a broker at No. 11 Wall- 
street, an intelligent-looking young man, took 
the seat next to Mr. Erskine after a critical cross- 
examination by the counsel and the Recorder. 
He had formed an opinion, and a decided one, 
but admitted that he could render a verdict on 
the evidence. He argued well to get rid of serv- 
ing, but the Recorder decided him to be a com- 
petent man, 

After Herman Rengel had been rejected be- 
tause of his opinion, Harris Rosenberg was ac- 
cepted as the sixth juror. Mr. Rosenberg1s past 
50 years, and has a low forehead and dark hair, 
whiskers, and mustache tinged with gray. He 
isa@coal dealer at the foot of East Sixty-third- 
street and lives at No. 121 East One Hun- 
dred and Third-street. Though he had an opin- 
ion, he supposed he could and would put it aside 
when he took the juror’s oath. He would give 
testimony of informers such weight as it de- 
served. 

Hight men called after Mr. Rosenberg were 
excused, and then Alexander E. Weinberg, who 
keeps a lodging house at Bowery and Houston- 
street and looks like Buffalo Bill, minus the 
long hair and goatee, was accepted as the 
seventh juror. He isa native of Holland, and 
took no especial interest in pvlitics, outside of 
the fact that he was the only ledging house 
keeper on the Bowery whose lodgers hadn’t 
been challenged at the last election. He had no 
opinion in the case because he hadn't read any 
of the testimony, and only knew in a general 
way what had been done with members of the 
board of 1884. Ex-Aiderman Jaehne had been 
sent to Sing Sing, so far as he could understand, 
simply because he had a bad reputation. 

Mr. Nicoli was examining this gentleman about 
the Jaehne conviction when Gen. Tracy, who 
hadn’t made an objection'for fully 15 minutes, 
jumped up to make one. As usual, it was over- 
ruled, ‘I object,” said the General, “because 
these examinations are getting very wide of the 
mark.” 

“Especially on your side,” caustically re- 
marked the Recorder. ‘‘Give Gen. Tracy an ex- 
ception.” Then turning to Mr. Nicoll, who was 
speaking in support of the question he had put, 
the Recorder said; ‘You needn’t read me a 
lecture, Mr. Nicoll. I’ve admitted your question.” 

“T’m reading the lecture at you, but for Gen. 
Tracy’s benefit,’ remarked Mr. Nicoll. 

**T don’t think the General will want any bet- 
ter lecture than this. I admit the correctness of 

our methods of examination on the very gounds 
or which Gen. Tracy objects to them. The 
reasons why the question should be admitted 
couldn’t be more succinctly put than they have 
been by Gen. Tracy.” 

Further objections from that quarter weren’t 
indulged in very extensively atter that. 

Adolph Rosenwasser, who was next accepted, 
looks as Sothern used to when he played Lord 
Dundreary, except that Mr. Rosenwasser doesn’t 
wear aneyeglass, and his flowing whiskers are of 
asandy color. Mr. Rosenwasser makes clothing 
at No. 290 Stanton-street, and lives at No. 276 
East Broadway. He had an opinion, but it 
wasn’t such a one as would prevent him from 
fairly trying the case on the evidence. He had 
no prejudice against informers or any one else. 

Seat No. 9 in the jury box was given to Joseph 
Hanauer, of No. 35 Lispenard-street, animporter 
of corsets. He lives at No. 215 East Seventy- 
ninth-street, and attends to his business so close- 
ly that he hasn’t time to read the papers. Mr. 
Hanauer has avery bald head, with a fringe of 
very white hair, which makes it look like an os- 
trich egg nestling ina bed of bleached Florida 
moss. He isachubby little man, between 55 
and 60 years, and forms a marked contrast to the 
next and last juror selected, Mr. Charles Schles- 
singer, a tall, straight, and rather portly man. 
He, also, is bald, and what little hair he has is 
very white. Heisan importer of wines, at No. 92 
Liberty-street, and lives at No. 20 East Sixty- 
fifth-street. He hasa deep bass voice and a de- 
cided way of answering questions. He had an 
opinion, but informed the court that he could, 
figuratively, ‘lay it onthe shelf.” So he took 
his seatin the box, the defendant’s counsel ask- 
ing him no questions. He was the last juror 
drawn,and his examination closed the day’s 
proceedings. :

John Johnson was arrested at No. 49 
Main-street, Brooklyn, Monday night, and when 
he was searched at the York-street station house 
the officers found alotof skeleton keys, two 
watches, one gold and one silver; a gold locket, 
three gold bracelets, a package of gold collar 
buttons, breastpins, scarf pins, studs, and three 
gold badges. The fellow also had a “ Blue Jack- 
ket”? revolver and several pocketfuls of knives, 
silk handkerchiefs, and scarfs. Yesterday he 
was identified as an old criminal. 


WESTCHESTER UOUNTY. 


The poor box in the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, at Rye Neck, was robbed Monday night 
ot about $5. 


The charred remains of William Burns, 
the coachman who slept in the carriage house 
belonging to Jules Reynal, at White Plains, 
which was burned tothe ground Monday night, 
were found in the ruins yesterday. Mr. Reynal’s 
loss is $25,000. 


Two swindlers visited Sing Sing yester- 
day. They visited several stores, in each pur- 
chasing some trifle and giving a ten-dollar bill in 
payment. They would get the clerk confused 
about the change, and as an outcome they gen- 
erally made about $5. An officer finally made 
them disgorge, but the merchants were unwill- 
ing to go to the trouble of prosecuting them, and 
they were run out of town on the first train. 


THAT COFFEE SCHEME. 











THE ENGLISH METHOD TO BE IMITATED 
IN THIS CITY. 

The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby presided last 
night at a meeting held in the hall of the Union 
League Club to consider the practicability of 
establishing coffee houses in New-York as a 
needed measure of social reform. Dr. Crosby 
spoke of the necessity of constructing coffee 


houses where everything that was right and 
proper for eating and drinking could be obtained 
and where attractive reading matter could be 
given at a trifling expense. 

The address of the evening was made by Fred- 
erick Gore, late Secretary of the Coffee Public 
House Association in London. Mr. Gore said 
the supposition that it is necessary liquor should 
always be sold where men meet for social pur- 
poses is merely traditional. It dated from the 
time, hundreds of years ago, when non-intoxi- 
cating drinks, such as coffee, tea, and cocoa, 
were unknown to the western world. Mr. Gore 
spoke of the coffee houses in London, Liverpool, 
Bradford, and Birmingham. There were 233 
limited companies in England at the present 
time. Out of 79 6 were paying over 10 ver cent. 
dividend; 19 10 percent.; 36 from 5 to9 per 
cent; 50 5 or 6 per cent., and 6 under 5 per 
cent. The Chancellor of the Exchequer this 
year said that the revenue from alcohol in 1885 
was £1,179,000 less than in 1884, and that the 
decrease had been going on steadily for 10 years 
past. With allowance made for increase of pop- 
ulacion the revenue from alcohol during the past 
10 years had decreased about £8,858,000. 

The Rev. Dr. E. Winchester Donald, ©. H. 
Dodge, Col. B. F. Watson, Charles D. Kellogg, 
John P. Faure, Robert Graham, and William 
Abbott, who were appointed a committee to con- 
sider the question of establishing coffee houses 
here, reported that, in their opinion, the forma- 
tion in New-York of a Coffee House Company, 
Limited, was desirable. In order to launch the 
project on a scale sufficiently large to command 
attention, they thought a capital of $150,000, 
with power to increase to $250,000, was neces- 
sary. The par value of the stock should be $25 
a share, in order that participation in the enter- 
prise might be entirely within the reach of those 
whose acquaintance and influence might be fa- 
vorable to its growth. The committee recom- 
mended the Bowery, south of Houston-street, as 
a locality for the first coffee house. The sale of 
intoxicants of all kinds should be strictly pro- 
hibited within its doors, while “cleanliness and 
attractiveness should be cardinal virtues.” Some 
of the rules of the Coffee House Company in 
Birmingham, Warwickshire, whose uniform divi- 
— was 10 per cent. to its stockholders, were 
read, 

A committee was appointed to take such steps 
as might be necessary to create a company of 
the kind described. Among those present were 
the Hon. D. H. Chamberlain, J. B. Ireland, R. 
Langdon, Thomas W. Scott, J. Gallatin, Samuel 
P. Avery, A. C. Zabriskie, Dorman B. Eaton, 
Logan C. Murray, the Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst, 
Clinton Ogilvie, Simeon Baldwin, D. F. Apple- 
ton, ex-Judge Arnoux, and W. H. McCarthy. 
The use of the Union League Club hall was vub- 
tained by some members of the club who have 
taken a warm interest in the movement. 


ENFOROING SUNDAY LAWS. 








Mayor Grace yesterday gave an emphatic 
reply to the committee of the Central Labor 
Union, which lately asked him to take steps to 
compel the observance of the Sunday-closing 


laws. The Mayor told the members of the com- 
mittee that he would consider their suggestions, 
and he yesterday sent the following communica- 
tion to the Police Board: 


My attention has lately been called to the flagrant 
breaches of the so-called Sunday laws, of which 
storekeepers and tradespeople generally are guilty 
throughout the city on the first Gay of the week. 
Sections of the Penal Code apP icable to such 
offenses are sections 264 to 267, inclusive. Section 
266 reads: “ All trades, manufactures, agricultural, 
or mechanical employments upon the first day of the 
week are prohibited, except that when the same are 
works of necessity they may be performed on that 
day in their usual and orderly manner, so as not to 
interfere with the repose and religious liberty of the 
community.” 

Section 267 is still more stringent. It provides 
that all manner of public selling or offering for sale 
of any property upon Sunday is prohibited, except 
that articles of food may be sold and supplied at any 
time before 10 o’clock in the morning, and except 
also that meals may be sold to be eaten on the prem- 
ises where sold or served elsewhere by caterers, and 
prepared tobacco in places other than where spirit- 
uous or malt liquors or wines are kept or offered for 
sale, and fruit, confectionery, newspapers, drugs, 
medicines, and surgical appliances may be sold ina 
quiet and orderly manner at any time of the day.” 

It has been represented tome and as a matter of 
very general piney that these provisions of the 
Criminal Code are, inthis city at least, virtually a 
dead letter. The law itself, since itis a law, should 
of course be enforced. The policy of such a law may 
be viewed from a standpoint which in no way in- 
volves the consideration of the religious end by 
which many justify it. It will be generally 
admitted, I think, that it is in itself wise 
and beneficial for the general mass of the com- 
munity, in sofar as its purpose is to secure 
to the employed one day of freedom in the week 
trom usual daily cares and vocations. It is mani- 
festly unfair to the shopkeeper who has to meet 
fierce competition in his particular line of business 
thathe should be compelled by his neighbor who 
disregards the law, either to open his shop and thus 
deprive himself of the recreation to which he is en- 
titled, or to suffer a pecuniary loss by closing up. If 
this general closing were rigorously enforced, as I 
think it can be by the Police Department, many em- 
ployers would thereby be enabled to do what 
their inclination doubtless prompts them to do, but 
which without such enforcement the exigencies of 
pusiness life prevent. The law itself will probably 
not be found dificult to enforce. In addition to the 
penalty for its breach prescribed by section 269 of 
the code all property and roe exposed for sale 
on the first day of the week are, by section 279, ex- 
pressly made liable to forfeiture. It therefore needs 
only the determined action of the authorities to pro- 
duce the general conviction that these laws must be 
obeyed in order to effect a general closing up of all 
business, trades, and oceupations as.are not within 
the exceptions pointed out by the statute. 

I earnestly urge upon you the importance of this 
matter and request that it may be taken up by your 
department in such a spirit as will convince all of- 
fenders that their only safety lies in strict obedience.

Adler, who supported his widowed 
mother and sister at No. 339 East Thirty-fourth- 
street, denied the charge, but on Monday he re- 
luctantly consented to marry the woman and the 
ceremony was performed by Justice Nehrbas. of 
the City Court. Adler went to his old home just 
before midnight and shot himself four times in 
the left breast. At Bellevue Hospital his inju- 


ries were pronounced serious.

PASSING THE TWENTY-EIGHTH-STREET 
FRANCHISE—A VETO. 

The Board of Aldermen yesterday passed 
over the Mayor’s veto the resolutions granting 
the consent of the city to the operation of a 
cross-town railroad on Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-ninth streets, the franchise to be sold at 
auction by the Controller to the party or parties 
offering the nighest percentage on the gross re- 
ceipts. Aldermen Earle and Van Rensselaer 


voted against the resolutions. PresidentNooney 
was absent. The colleagues of Alderman Eurle 
were so angry at his voting against the measure 
that they absented themselves so that a resolu- 
tion ot his could not be passed. The Railroad 
Committee reported in favor of the application 
of the North and East River Railroad Company 
for the city’s consent to the sale of a franchise 
for a railroad to connect the Cortlandt, 
Fulton, and Chambers Street Ferries. The 
pas was made a_ special order for 
Friday next. The board made a_ special 
order for Tuesday next of the report of the Rail- 
road Committee recommending that the applica- 
tion of the Melrose and West Morrisania Rail- 
road Company for the right to construct a rail- 
road in the annexed district from North Third- 
avenue and Morris-avenue, through Morris-ave- 
nue to East Railroad-avenue, to One Hundred 
and Fifty-sixth-street, to West Railroad-avenue, 
to Morris-avenue, to One Hundred and Sixty- 
first-street, to Courtlandt-avenue, to One Hun- 
dred and Forty-ninth-street, and with a branch 
extending to Fleetwood Park. 

Mayor Grace sent to the board a veto of the 
resolutions providing for gridironing the upper 
pers of the city with railroad tracks as desired 

y the St. Nicholas-Avenue and Cross-town Rail- 
road Company. He condemns the portions of 
track to be laid on either side of the railroad cut 
above One Hundred and Twenty-sixth-street as 
aninjustice to abutting property owners. He 
objects to tracks in St. Nicholas-avenue as spoil- 
ing the only really available public drive.
